Whereas, a certificate, duly sigDed and acknowledged, having 
been filed in the office of the Secretary of State, on the 15th day of 
July, A. D. 1875, for the organization of the Woman's Presbyterian 
Board of Missions of the Northwest, under and in accordance with 
the provisions of "An act concerning Corporations," approved April 
18th, 1872, and in force July 1st, 1873 : 

Now, Therefore, I, Qeorge H. Harlow, Secretary of State of the 
State of Illinois, by virtue of the powers and duties vested in me by 
law, do hereby certify that the said Woman's Presbyterian Board of 
Missions of the Northwest, is a legally organized corporation under 
the laws of this State. 

In Testimony whereof, I hereunto set my hand and cause to be 
affixed the Great Seal of State. 

Done in the City of Springfield this 15th day of July, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five, and of the 
Independence of the United States the ninety-ninth.

REPORT OF THE HOME SECRETARIES 

. presented by 
Mrs. Nathan Warner Campbell. 



To the women of our great and beloved Presbyterian 
Church has beei\ given to a large extent the work of carrying 
the gospel to those who do not know Christ, and is it not • 
meet that this should be so? Was not Christ's resurrection 
first made known to a woman, and a woman sent the first 
missionary to tell of it to the Diciples? A precedent estab- 
lished by our Lord himself. This fact seems to have been 
lost sight of for the past 1800 years, and not until the nine- 
teenth century was half over did we ourselves begin to 
realize that to us was given the privilege of sending once more 
our Marys as Messengers of Hope and Joy. 

For just sixteen years has this Board of the Northwest 
been organized, and our records evidence a steady and perma- 
nent growth. 

" Sweet Sixteen " is always an age of budding life, when 
we begin to look for the promises of the flower of woman- 
hood. We are looking for greater things from the coming 
years than we have found in the past. 

In the first year of our work we garnered about $4,000.00. 
Last year for the same district we outstripped the churches, 
or to take the figures, the churches raised $45,892 33, and the 
Woman's Board of the Northwest gave $63,977.26, or an 
excess of about $18,000.00. For the same year our Presby- 
terian sisters in England gave to Foreign Missions a little less 
than $7,000.00. These figures are for the year ending May 
1st, 1886, but another year has come and gone and the ques- 
tion is not how much better than others we have doi^e, but 
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whether we have done our best. The books are closed. 
What is done is finished, and what is left undone, alas ! must 
stand only as a lesson for the future. 

That our earnest, zealous, self-denying workers who have 
been laboring and praying for all these years are still at the 
helm, I, who am so new to the work, need not tell you. 
Only one of our beloved officers has been obliged to lay down 
her work. Last year we were obliged to give up dear Mrs. 
Hoge, and this year her sister. Miss Blaikie, on account of 
failing health has offered her resignation as Recording Secre- 
tary. Through the whole history of the board she has filled 
this office and we feel the loss to be a great one. 

Bereavment has come to several of our Jiumber, and we 
thank God that, as the gates have opened to receive our dear 
ones, we were permitted to catch a glimpse of the glory beyond. 

Many new workers have been enlisted, and yet there are 
many, so many churches where there are no organizations, 
no work done. Where are the workers? Christ's cry is 
constantly reverberating through the land, " Were not ten 
cleansed, where are the nine?" 

PRESBYTERIAL AND SYNODICAL. 

^We urge upon Presbyterial and Sy nodical officers the 
necessity of continuing and increasing by every possible 
means thorough organization in every church, and of pressing 
upon societies the necessity of increasing their gifls. I believe, 
if active, systematic efforts were made, another year would see 
the gifl of every society doubled. Delegates should be sent 
to all Synodical and Presbyterial meetings to hear about new 
methods of work, and to encourage others with suggestions. 

NEW AUXILIARIES. 

During the past twelve months there have been organized 
102 new auxiliaries, (societies and bands). 

Last year we reported 1,506 societies, and this year we 
have, in all, 1,529. 

You will observe that the number of new societies does 
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not correspond with the number of increase, our real increase 
being only 19. Why? alas! why? Because some have died. 
It is worthy of note that some of the Mission Sunday Schools 
have sustained scholarships in the schools over the sea. One 
in Chicago, Mosely Mission, raised nearly $120 last year. 

The enthusiasm and success of some societies on the 
frontiers is inspiring. They are ambitious. I wish we 
had more of the spirit of the Dacotahs. Obstacles are 
their glory and joy, like hurdles in the course of a spirited 
horse. 

One woman who is already running one society, besides 
taking care of her house and rocking two cradles, one for her 
own child, and the other for the infant of a sister " gone to 
her reward," writes: "I know I could do more if I tried; 
there are so many little ways if we only think of them." 
Another who, she says, is " very handy at cutting and fitting 
dresses to accommodate her friends, now charges a little fee, 
and her mite box is something to be proud of." One 
courageous woman raised tomato and cabbage plants and sold 
them. Now she says her husband has grown quite brave, 
and does not feel ashamed to sell them for the Master's 
cause. One letter encloses sixty two cents in stamps, just as 
they were sent by a poor girl with an invalid mother to take 
care for, but who send several dollars in the course of the 
year, saved from scant earnings. It is by means of just such 
efforts as these that the women's boards were able to record 
last year $224,000 for foreign missions. 

One little boy writes that as they are " so far away, and 
none of the boys are fourteen years old, they think they can- 
not send a delegate to Davenport this year." In our planning 
and in our prayers we must remember these boys and girls, 
for with their restless energy and young enthusiasm they are 
the very heart of this great work. 

We must organize the children more thoroughly. 

Please permit me to mention one more of these faithful 
women, a wife of a minister in a large town in Illinois, who says : 
" I am such a busy woman, with my home duties, husband, 
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children, house, social duties many, church duties more, and 
all the missionary work among the children and young people 
of our .large church. I have a band of 135 working in 
four divisions, three with monthly or semi-monthly meetings, 
at which I am present. I also attend the two meetings, home 
and foreign, held by the ladies. I am presbyterial treasurer 
and corresponding secretary of the Presbyterian Home Mis- 
sionary Society, with forty to fifty societies under my care. 
Then my family sewing, dresses and all, and my much loved 
work of writing, to which I devote my morning hours." 
This is the spirit of foreign mission workers, though we 
should advise this friend, and all others, to give others some- 
thing to do. Much of the increased interest this year has 
been due to the visits ot Miss Hartwell, who has gone about 
organizing new societies, and encouraging those growing 
cold. From various sources we have received letters saying 
Miss Hartwell has awakened a new interest here in those who 
have never given before.

and one other, Miss Lawson, from Mt. Pleasant, la., a 
young lady oi remarkable talent, has received her appoint- 
ment to the Christian Girls' School, at Allahabad, India. 

MEDICAL MISSIONS. 

The cause of Medical Missions is grdwing rapidly. It is 
only within a few years that the necessity for this work has 
become apparent. 
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In the foreign fields the number of physicians averages 
one to every eight millions of people, one to eight millions I 
or one doctor to eight cities the size of New York, We 
have 27 medical missionaries in all from our Church. 

The first woman who was sent out as a missionary physi- 
cian from the Board of the Northwest was Dr. Sarah Cum- 
mings, now Mrs. Porter, of Kanazawa, Japan. 

We have two who graduated on April 7th of this year at 
the Woman's Medical College of Chicago, Miss Bradford and 
Miss Horton. They will practice in hospital for one year 
before going out to battle with disease in foreign fields. We 
have also a young Japanese girl. Miss Hisha Caga, who is 
studying in the same college. 

Four are still in college, Miss Eichelberger, Miss Jacobs, 
Miss Smith and Miss Witter. 

MISSIONARY ANNALS. 

That there has been an awakening and an arousing of 
interest in foreign missionary subjects is evidenced by the 
frequent calls for missionary books ; books to interest the 
young people, to read in the sewing meetings of the young 
ladies* societies, to attract and hold the wide-awake boys and 
girls gathered into mission bands, to instruct those women 
whom neither heat nor cold, nor distance nor any other 
hindrance can keep from the missionary meetings, and who 
long for more knowledge of what has been accomplished 
toward winning the world to Christ. 

Books are demanded also for the foreign missionary clubs 
which we trust will one day rival the Shakespeare and 
Browning clubs so largely aflfected in our cities and villages. 

To meet this want and supply, reliable missionary reading 
at a price within the reach of all, the Board of the Northwest 
has projected a series of historical and biographical books to 
be called " Missionary Annals. " The series will embrace 
biographies of the great heroes and heroines of missions, and 
records of those thrilling deeds associated with a nation's 
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emancipation from the bondage of a false religion and birth 
into the family of Christ. 

These books are not to be mere sketches, crowding into 
narrow limits a wide and deep experience, but they will 
contain upon an average from ninety to one hundred duode- 
cimo pages. 

They will aim to tell their story truthfully and com- 
pletely, and in so bright and interesting a manner as to be 
equally attractive to old and young. The fullest and most 
accurate existing records will be searched, and no pains 
spared to make this series of intrinsic worth to our auxiliaries 
and to all lovers of missions. 

Most of the existing histories and biographies Contain 
details which are not of special interest to the general reader, 
and these we shall omit. 

The price usually charged for such books is a fatal barrier 
to their wide distribution. 

Some of our ladies gifted with literary taste and ability 
and with hearts pledged to loving service, aided by others 
who love the cause of Foreign Missions, and are glad to 
spend and be spent in its service, have undertaken to prepare 
these books ; and they will be given gladly and freely to the 
Board for the sole purpose of advancing the cause of Foreign 
Missions. These the Board will have printed on good paper, 
with clear type, and bound in qloth for twenty-five cents each, 
or with a heavy paper cover for fifteen cents each, including 
postage, or $12 a hundred by express C. O. D. 

In either style of binding they will be beautiful as well as 
valuable, and the unprecedentedly low price is made possible 
only by the generosity of their authors. 

Thirteen of these books have already been planned; one is 
fresh from the printer and htfte for sale to-day, another is 
ready for publication, and upon others work has been begun. 

Dr. Thomas Laurie, the well known author, who devoted 
the strength of his manhood to active foreign missionary 
work, gives us a life of Fidelia Fisk. 

Rev. H. M. Perkins gives us what has never before been 
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written — a complete and extended life of his father, Dr. Justin 
Perkins, of Persia. 

Mrs. Sarah J. Rhea, widely known in missionary circles, 
and the author of " The Tennessean in Persia," gives a " Life 
of Henry Martyn." 

Mrs. Herrick Johnson puts her pen to "The Story 
of Fiji." Two of our Secretaries, Miss Halsey and 
Mrs. N. W. Campbell, write "The Story of Mada- 
gascar" and the "Life of Count Zinzendorf." Mrs. 
C. N. Wilder writes a "Life of Robert Moffat." Mrs. 
M. Wolsey Stryker and Mrs. J. H. Worcester, wives of 
Chicago clergymen, give us biographies of Samuel J. Mills 
and of David Livingstone. Mrs. C. B Farwell, Treasurer of 
our Board, writes a " Life of Wm. Carey." The story of 
Francis Xavier will be told by Mrs. John Ailing, of Chicago; 
of Dr. Adoniram Judson — name dear to every American 
christian — by Miss Julia H. Johnston, of Peoria. Miss Ida B. 
Robbins, of Oxford, Ohio, writes the " Life of Mary Camp- 
bell,"- the young missionary to the Laos. 

To these thirteen we hope to add such other lives as 
"Alexander Duff"," of India; "Robert Morrison," of China; 
"Dr. Goodell," of Turkey; our own Eliot and Brainerd and 
-Harriet Newell of sainted memory. 

We bespeak for these books a glad welcome and your 
prayers that each may perform a blessed ministry. 

CHILDREN'S WORK. 

Our young people's magazine, "Children's Work for 
Children," has completed a year or unprecedented growth. 
A year ago we were able to report it for the first time as self- 
supporting. The small net balance then in the treasury has 
steadily and greatly increased, and the Editorial Committee 
teel that in the near future they can plan some much needed 
changes and improvements. 

Enough commendation to fill many pages has reached the 
editor and her corps of helpers during the past year. One 
writes, '* it grows better and better." A band leader says, 
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"my children are learning to give and to pray through the 
reading of Children's Work." Another sends for extra 
copies of the magazine, saying, " I want these copies for my 
infant scholars who have all the Golden Texts for the 
month. They are quite an inducement to the little ones, 
and we have, out of an average of sixty per month, seventeen 
or eighteen who have the texts." 

One of our busy Secretaries of the Assembly's Board has 
taken time to send a letter of congratulation. He says : "We 
rejoice at the progress of Children's Work. * * * It is 
beautiful, and I am going to send a note over to the Evange- 
list and tell the people so." 

Not less precious than these words of cheer which come 
Irom those in our denomination, are the praises which some of 
our Methodist and Congregational sisters have taken pains to 
express. 

Last fall, through the generosity of some warm friends of 
the magazine, prizes were offered as an incentive to obtain 
new subscribers. The first prize for the largest number of 
new subscribers was a beautiful little oil painting, the work of 
Miss Ellen A Holmes, of Chicago. 

It was awarded to Miss Ruby McCormick Smith, a little 
Chicago girl, only six years old. The second prize, a 
charming collection of " Bible Flowers from Bible Lands," 
also came within the limits of our Northwest Board, being 
secured by Mrs. Frank Murden, of Peoria, 111. The third, a 
collection of photographs of scenes in mission lands, scarcely 
less valuable than the others, went to Mrs. Dugdale, of Balti- 
more, Maryland; while a self-binder for Children's Work, 
offered to every one securing seven new names, has been sent 
to one hundred and twenty-four different persons. 

A very attractive and helpful series of Missionary Search 
Stories was commenced in January and will continue through 
the year. These have been successfully used in band meet- 
ings and an increasing number of answers is sent monthly to 
he editor. In January there were but nine answers re- 
ceived, in February seventeen, and in March twenty-four. 
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A christian mother, whose character and attainments add 
weight to her words, writes : " I suppose you like to hear 
how much the children are interested in the magazine, and 
also how many get out the search stories. I enclose these 
that two of my sons prepared for the last meeting of our 
band, which I think will be but the beginning of what they 
will do with them all, and I know "searching" will add much 
to their store of knowledge. 

Surprise was expressed by a gentleman that my boys knew . 
so many facts about foreign countries, and I felt glad to say 
that I thought it was largely owing to the fact that they 
had thoroughly read Children's Work all their lives, and so 
they had obtained valuable information." 

Encouraging as this report is, it would not be truthful 
were we to say no more. Among the thousands of children 
in the Sunday -schools of the Northwest, only about one in 
forty takes Children's Work. There can be but one reason 
for this — that the mothers do not realize the power to interest 
and instruct contained within its pages. 

Dear sisters, if your children do not read Children's Work, 
will you not take it for them and encourage them to read it 
and to profit by its teachings? 

WOMAN'S WORK FOR WOMAN, 

with its beautiful new cover^ its fine illustrations, stories from 
home and abroad is making its own way to a firm financial 
basis. It is doing the work of many missionaries. We have 
a subscription list numbering 14,800 — 800 above last year's 
report; 3,738 only of this list are credited to the Northwest 
Board, representing eighteen States and Territories. Penn- 
sylvania alone subscribes for tiearly as many' copies as the 
whole Northwest. No woman in our Church can afiford to 
be without it, and if in every Church there could be found 
such'material as in one of our Chicago churches, the 3rd, no 
woman would be without it. This lady, in the regular 
Aunty Parson's way, went about from one to another until 
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she had added 150 new names to our list of subscribers. We 
need it to become even fairly intelligent about the world. 

SPECIAL OBJECTS 
must still be given out, to give especial interest to young 
societies and to those who need an outside torce to give 
impetus to work. Just so long as they are a means of fertil- 
izing the soil, and of bringing more grain to harvest, they 
must be encouraged. During the past year we have, success- 
fully fulfilled our pledges to the Allahabad building, the 
Teheran hospital, supplying the desks, etc., for the Teheran 
school building, and finishing the African boat, besides 
supporting all the scholarships, Bible women and other 
interests. When societies undertake any special work, 
they should feel responsible for its support, from year to 
year, otherwise missionaries cannot be sustained in their 
work. If for any reason this becomes impossible, notification 
should at once be sent to a Secretary of the Board. The 
work in this department has greatly increased. Over four 
hundred letters have been written this year, and the responses 
elicited from societies show an increased and prayerful interest. 
As far as possible the new work to be given out is being 
divided into shares, stock companies, we may call them, 
which we hope will increase and enlarge our responsibilities 
and interest. When your treasurer sends your money to the 
Presbyterial Treasurer, she should send with it a note 
explaining for what object the money is sent, which will 
prevent many errors. 

PRAISE MEETINGS 

have been held in many, I wish I might say all, of the auxil- 
iaries. They are a " means of grace," both spiritually and 
financially, by calling out those unaccustomed to attend the 
regular meetings. The treasury has shown a perceptible gain 
during the months when praise meetings are held. Envelopes 
and programmes for use at these praise meetings have been 
prepared by Mrs. Dr. Marsh, of Bloomington, which can 
always be obtained at Room 48. 
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ROOM 48. 

The rooms at 48 McCormick Block are always open 
during the week, and on Friday morning at 10 o'clock are 
always assembled a goodly company, ready to welcome all 
the friends of the cause, and to hear the latest news from our 
missionaries. The missionaries themselves are frequently 
with us, occasionally, bringing a native convert, from whom 
sometimes we hear most thrilling recitals of their trials and 
sacrifices. The secretaries of the assembly's board never 
miss an opportunity of looking in upon the lusty child of the 
parent board. 

Sometimes, too, a young man from our McCormick Semi- 
nary attends, he says "to catch the inspiration," not unfre- 
quently accompanied by a young lady who, too, wishes 
inspiration. This missionary spirit is contagious. 

The following detailed statement will give- some idea of 
the clerical work done at the rooms, though no list of statis- 
tics can fully represent it, for by far the largest proportion of 
this work is done by those ladies who give their time and 
thought as their best gifts to the Master^ with no thought 
or desire for remuneration^ which fact in itself should be an 
answer to the objection often made that " it takes ten dollars 
to send one to the heathen."

Young men and young women are at our doors in scores 
clamoring for admission to the army of Christ. Over 400 in 
our own church have oflfered themselves this year. The 
American board is ready, and offers to take our own candi- 
dates. Shall w^, in this great Presbyterian church so dear to 
every heart, allow our children to go a hegging P Prsiy no 
more for missionaries, or open doors, but pray for, and wcjrJk 
for, and give your money to send those who are ready to go 
as substitutes for us who are already drafted, and every man 
and woman among us is drafted by the call, " Go ye info 
all the world, and preach the Gospel." We must send our 
substitutes.

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REPORT OF FOREIGN SECRETARIES. 



With thanksgivings in our hearts and on our lips we come 
to-day to tell you the wonderful story of redemption wrought 
in the hearts and lives of heathen women through the labors 
of the daughters of the Woman's Board of Foreign Missions 
of the Northwest. 

It is not in vain that they have left home and country and 
all that you hold dear, counting their loss but gain if thereby 
they might win souls to Christ. 

He who is the light of the world has been with them. His 
indwelling presence has shown out through their lives and 
teachings; and this light has penetrated other hearts, and 
changed other lives, until many of the dark places of the 
earth have become radiant with the light of pure Christianity. 
Persecutions and sickness and trials have been theirs; the fine 
gold has been tried, but " He who sits as a refiner " has been 
with them, and from the "furnace fires" they have come 
forth as burnished metal ready for the Master's use. 

We have fifty-five missionaries now in the field. Five are 
at home recruiting for ftirther service; one, Mrs. Corbett, is 
now on her way to China. Sixty is the grand total of our 
army representing the board of the North-west. 

There is one whose name was on our list a year ago who 
has heard the Master's call to "come up higher." Mrs. 
Mateer has exchanged the sweet service of " work for the 
perishing " for the crown of life and the harp of gold, and 
amid the " Halls of Zyon, conjubilant with song," she is 
praising Him who came to seek and to save those who were 
lost. She heard the call in far-away China, but heaven was 
as near there as it would have been among her kindred in 
distant Minnesota. With aching hearts and weary hands the 
little band at Wei Hein laid her in her lonely grave, but the 
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angels will guard her tomb, keeping "watch and ward" 
until the great ascension morn, when she will hear the voice 
that shall bid her to the marriage supper of the Lamb. 

From this general review of the work we will turn to the 
different mission fields, beginning with those nearest the base 
of supplies. 

NORTH AMERICAN INDIANS. 

The work that first invites our attention on account of 
its proximity, is that among the Chippewas in Northern 
Wisconsin. The Misses Dougherty are still at Round Lake, 
bending all their energies to redeem their territory from the 
curse of strong drink, the Indian's worst enemy. They re- 
port progress and are encouraged for the future amid many 
varied experiences. A most hopeful sign is the interest 
shown by the young men in the Scriptures. " Ouf work," 
one writes, " moves on slowly, but it does move. Our hopes 
are many and our discouragements not few, but our trust is 
sure for it is alone in the Lord. Our school was quite large 
for this place during the winter. The children are improving 
and learning well. It is interesting to watch them as their 
faculties awaken and they learn new ideas. We have a 
quiet, attentive congregation, but our Sabbath School is not 
what we wish it to be, although it is enlarging." 

Owing to the prevalence of sickness among the children 
the Christmas festival was postponed, but was finally cele- 
brated amid great rejoicing. Since the holidays the Misses 
Dougherty have had three little Indian girls as inmates of 
their household. They report joyfully that three of their 
school girls have, they hope, given their hearts to the Saviour, 
and are looking forward to a public profession of their faith. 
They will have many temptations to encounter, but the 
earnest hope of their teachers is that they may be enabled to 
stand firm and thus encourage others. 

Another sister in this family of missionary workers has 
had charge of the school at Odanah, Wisconsin. Mrs. Ells 
has had no associate to lighten her labors and cheer her heart 
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in her lonely and trying field. Owing to the enroachments of 
the Catholics and the isolated position of the teacher, the 
school has been temporarily given up. The people have 
suffered much during the winter, thirty having fallen victims 
to the measles. 

, The work of Miss Skea among the Sac and Fox Indians 
at Tama City Agency has increased in interest during the 
year. Some time since she wrote : " We are much encour- 
aged ; the work never looked more hopeful and we do feel 
that the Indians are thinking of better things. The agent 
they have is doing all he can to assist in helping on the good 
work." 

A year ago Miss Skea, with her associate, Miss Shepard, 
contemplated moving into the Government school building, 
which had been offered to them for educational purposes. 
Some obstacles arose to prevent the carrying out of this plan, 
so the teachers merely occupied it as a school room. Now 
they have returned to their old quarters in Tama City and 
the Indians are pleased with the change. Their prejudices 
are very strong and make the work of civilization very 
difficult. 

The work among them is necessarily very slow and often 
discouraging in its small results, but their hearts are being 
touched by the warm interest shown in their welfare by their 
teachers. The women and children are tavight to sew, a few 
can use the sewing machine, and while thus engaged the 
"old, old story" is told to them in a simple way adapted to 
their needs. A number of the young men have accepted 
Bibles. Although they cannot read, they know " the book," 
as they call it, is the word of God. 

Miss Fetter, our efficient missionary and industrial teacher 
at Omaha Agency, reports the great pleasure of seeing three 
of her pupils not long since unite with the church. In a 
school of fifty-one pupils her strength is often overtaxed, but 
she has been wonderfully sustained. Continued sickness 
during the winter caused both teachers and scholars to pass 
through a severe ordeal, but health is now restored with un- 
diminished numbers. ^ i

The Indians, both men and women, visit Miss Fetter with 
perfect freedom, often getting her to write letters for them. 
They are very near her heart, and she is often able to speak 
a word in season that arouses in them an abiding interest. 
Some of the women have been truly converted. " There are 
a few good, devout Christian women here," she writes, "who 
are the salt of this church and tribe. Dear old Me Pa is one. 
Her faith and prayers must prevail. I wish you could see her 
stand up in prayer meeting, and hear her expression of faith 
and hope. It is wonderful." 

Favorable reports come from the Welaka school, Indian 
Territory, in charge of our missionary. Miss Lydia Keys. 
The school, numbering fifty-eight girls, has passed through a 
very successful year. Two deaths occurring during term time 
produced a marked impression on the school. Both pupils 
had given evidence of true conversion. The Christmas festi- 
val was well attended by the friends and relatives of the 
children. The chapel was crowded with visitors, mostly 
native. As many had come from a distance, they were 
obliged to remain all night. They were hospitably entertained, 
and will long remembef their pleasant Christmas at Welaka. 
All such civilizing and christianizing influences are factors in 
working out the problem of the Indian's regeneration. 

Last, but not least, in our efficient corps of Indian workers, 
we turn to our veteran missionary,. Mrs. Robertson, so long 
associated with the mission to the Creeks. She is still busily 
occupied, so much devolving upon her that every moment ot 
her time is precious. She keeps house for herself and Felix, 
the Indian boy in whom she has been so long interested ; is 
herself a Bible woman, the people going to her from all parts 
of the nation to be supplied with Creek testaments; is super- 
intendent of the Sabbath school, plays the organ, conducts 
the weekly prayer meeting in Indian homes, and often leads 
the services Sunday morning in the absence of the presiding 
elder. 

All this is outside of the great work of her life, the trans- 
lation of the New Testament into Creek. This is now all in 
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print, but is not all yet in circulation. Much of the past year 
has been spent in revising Mathew, working first in advance 
of interpreters, and then, with the help of as many as 
could be secured, Methodist, Baptist and Presbyterian. 
Mathew, the first book translated, was done before any of the 
missionaries knew enough of the Creek to see whether the 
translator had exactly expressed the idea of the original. It 
was in the main well done, but there remained much to be 
done to render it perfect. Rev. Mr. Oilman, secretary of the 
American Bible Society, had it prepared for Mrs. Robertson's 
work by having two copies cut up and pasted on paper, so as 
to give room for corrections. 

The native ministers are supplied gratuitously with the 
Creek testament through the kindness of the Bible society. 
This gives Mrs. Robertson the opportunity of talking with 
them in their own language as to the meaning of different 
passages, or of pointing out important ones. The hours thus 
occupied are among the happiest of her life. Truly she will 
have a noble and enduring monument of her lifelong and de- 
voted labors among the Creeks. 

MEXICO. 

There have been some changes in the Mexican field the 
past yean However, we have lost no workers, and have 
gained one new one. It is a pleasure to report the good 
work done in the Monterey school in spite of many disad- 
vantages. Miss Cochrane was obliged to return home in the 
summer for rest, and Miss Fannie E. Ward was lefl to bear 
the whole burden of the school for some months until an 
assistant could be found. Nov. 10th Miss Mildred M. 
McKnight arrived, and has done what her health would 
permit toward relieving Miss Ward, her chief duty being the 
teaching of the younger classes. About forty boarding and 
day pupils have been enrolled this year, and there seems to 
have been good progress made intellectually, and what is 
better, unusual spiritual growth. An evidence of the latter 
is the fact that the girls unanimously chose to use the $20 
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given the school for a Christmas feast, in buying materials 
from which they made garments for the poor of the Church. 
The afternoon before Christmas they carried these to the 
homes of the needy ones, and returned with beaming faces* 
every one happier in giving than she could have been in 
receiving. Miss Ward has organized a Foreign Missionary 
Society for the women and girls, has started the custom of 
having each girl write to the Society in the States which 
supports her; but best of all, the Monterey teachers have 
organized a society called '•' The King's Daughters." which 
the native preacher considers productive of more good than 
any work yet attempted. The members of this Society have 
done much visiting among the sick, blind, lame and aged, 
who cannot attend Church; also the families of inquirers and 
new members, to talk, read the Bible, pray and sing. The 
girls consider the privilege of making these missionary visits 
a great reward. 

Last September Miss Cochrane was married at her home 
in Wisconsin, to Rev. M. E. Beall of the Presbyterian Mis- 
sion in Mexico, and returned with him to work in a new 
station. They first went to Lerdo in the new Laguna district, 
which Mrs. Beall describes as a very interesting and needy 
field; then made a tour, visiting a number of churches. By a 
new decision of the Mission they are now appointed to San 
Luis Potosi, which will be their home this year. 

Miss Wilma Jacobs returned home to Chicago last March, 
much broken down with the burdens of Fresnillo school and 
church work. After several months of quiet and nursing, 
she had largely regained health, was married to Rev. Hubert 
W. Brown of the Presbyterian Mission in Mexico City, and 
returned as his helper in the Lord's work. Mr. Brown is 
appointed an instructor in the Theological Seminary, which 
will soon be moved back from Ylalpan to Mexico City. He 
is also assistant of that powerful instrument for the enlight- 
enment of all Spanish-speaking people, the paper "El Faro." 
Mrs. Brown has charge of the children's page in this paper, 
furnishing a story, either a translation or drawn from her 
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own imagination. This will probably lead to other work in 
translating. The Fresnillo school, if we are correctly in- 
tormed, is being carried on by a pupil from Zacatacas. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 

While Japan. Siam, Mexico and Africa have of late been 
becoming familiar to us, as here and there the gospel has 
lighted up their dark interiors, South America seems still to 
be very largely in the shadow. 

Our Woman's Board has been represented in but three 
stations, two in the East and one in the West of that great 
continent. 

Although Mrs. S. D. Houston has not been able to return 
to her work at Sao Paulo, we are glad to know from her 
what has been going on there. The year's report is most en- 
couraging. Nineteen persons have been received on pro- 
fession of faith, the church building has been newly painted, 
and the people's contribution toward the support of their 
pastor shows an increase. A new parsonage has been pro. 
vided for him and the people have hopefully shouldered the 
debt of $1,600 and pledged to pay it within a year. The 
Ubatuba church has suffered much from persecution, yet its 
roll has added eleven names of those faithful ones who have 
signified their willingness to burn at the stake in their love for 
their Master. Mrs. Houston expects soon to return to Sao 
Paulo, and carries with her our loving thoughts. 

It is a cause for regret that one of the lights in Brazil had 
to be literally put out on account of the financial condition of 
the Board. The Rio Claro school, where Mr. Dagama and 
his family have worked so faithfully the past ten years, was 
closed in January. Gradually the parents have come from 
near and far to take home the forty little children who had 
expected to remain for years; until now only one little girl is 
left, and no one knows where her parents are. In the ten 
years of its existence about one hundred and sixty children 
have attended this school, most of them remaining several 
years, and have been trained in industrial classes and taught 
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the elementary studies. The day school has been in session 
all the year around. The Misses Dagama are at present tak- 
ing a much needed rest, but will always find ways of working 
for the Master, whose service they love. Their untiring zeal 
is an example to us all. The sewing society of the church 
continues and has realized considerable money by the sale of 
articles made from the materials sent last August by kind 
friends in the States. The pews of the new chapel are paid 
for and they are now working for an organ. 

We must become acquainted with two new missionaries 
and their station at the same time. Last December Mrs. J. 
G. Touzeau and Miss Eliza E. Mackintosh reached Bogota, 
U. S. of Columbia, and became our connecting link with 
the work of Christ in that land. They found the school 
building to have been formerly a convent. In 1861 the 
Liberal Government cam^ into power and broke up a large 
number of convents. In many cases old women were then 
driven forth who had not seen the outer world since girlhood. 
In this building the newcomers found several missionaries 
faithfully and successfully struggling to prepare their little 
flock of children to go out into the world and meet triumph- 
antly the latest phases of infidel philosophy which are taught 
in the government schools. Our ladies entered immediately 
upon the study of the language. Mrs. Touzeau took charge 
of Mrs. Caldwell's children, while she went to assist her 
husband in a tour for preaching and selling Bibles. Both 
these ladies are full of hope and earnestness, and we are glad 
to think of them and remember them in prayer as our 
missionaries. 

AFRICA. 

In Africa, judged by man's ways, the work with which 
this Board is connected looks rather discouraging. Our work 
is limited and embarrassed, our missionaries are laid aside 
by ill health, yet we see the work is of God, and He will take 
care of it. 

Mr. and Mrs. G. C. Campbell, who have been doing 
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vigorous work- in the Gaboon mission since 1880, have been 
compelled to leave Baraka, and return to America, on account 
of the continued ill health of Mr. Campbell. 

Both husband and wife were well equipped, and adapted 
for a work which they loved more and more, and which was 
giving tokens of fruit already, despite the interference of the 
French Government, who have established a protectorate in 
that part of Africa. Their influence will go on, widening 
among that people, as the generations come and go. 

It will be remembered that from a Foreign Mission Society 
of native women at Baraka, formed by Mrs. Campbell, came 
last year^ the largest annual offering to the treasury of this 
Board, in proportion to their means^ every sent by any other 
Society. 

The little book, "Here a Little, There a Little," transited 
by Mrs. Campbell, is not yet in print, but will soon be, and 
will prove a valuable help in teaching the natives of all 
ages, the simplicity of Gospel truth. 

The African boy, Njanga, who came to this country with 
Mr. and Mrs. Campbell, and was kept in school during their 
stay, returned to his home with them, and last June his brief 
life here was ended. He trusted in Jesus, and was not afraid 
to die. 

Miss Harding remains at Kangwd, on the OgovS river, in 
excellent health, and with undaunted spirit. Though her 
school is nominally closed by the French, and the persecutions 
by the Romish priests are a hindrance and a trial. 

One of these priests became so violent that he was re- 
proved by the commandant, and the result of this excessive 
zeal on his part, is a more friendly attitude of the official 
toward the missionary. 

Miss Harding visits, in her boat, usually, on an average, 
two towns a day, ^\^ days in the week, reading and teaching 
the people who collect about her. 

She is learning the dialect ot a neighboring tribe, the 
Fanwes, who are eager to be taught, and she is printing on a 
small press, a primer in the Mpongwe. 
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The people grow more eager to learn, and are anxious to 
know when she will be at their village that they may be ready 
to listen. They even broke up a marriage palaver to gather 
about her with her books and music. 

A ''revival*' had continued some time, with growing inter- 
est. In September forty-three joined the inquiry class on pro- 
bation. Two were baptised, one of whom was her first pupil 
in KangwS. In December, twenty-three had joined the class. 
Eight of these were women, and on communion Sabbath in 
September, the first woman's prayer meeting was conducted by 
Miss Harding, nearly every one taking a part. Weak, small 
twigs of the vine though these may be, they may by Grace 
become strong, fruit-bearing branches of the True vine. 

From our teacher at Clay- Ashland, Liberia, and from the 
work at Benita, we have no direct report for the past year. We 
know that all school work is restricted by the French, because 
of their jealousy of American influence, yet the missionaries 
find ample scope for their efforts in other means for evangeliz- 
ing the natives. And if Americans may not keep a share of 
the work to be done in that vast continent, for the spread of 
the Gospel, we may still rejoice to see the Lord glorified, and 
souls redeemed from the power of sin, in His own way, and by 
instruments of His own choosing. 



SYRIA. 

We do not look in vain for Rev. Wm. Bird's interesting 
letter in answer to our question, " What of the night in our 
Lord's own land ?" He says : " Of a truth it is night here, and 
all over the continent of Asia, which contains more than half 
the human family. Still there are lights in many a home, 
and many a village and city, fed by pipes laid along the 
depths of the Mediterranean and the Atlantic." The re- 
trenchment from which our Syrian work has suffered so seri- 
ously has prevented us from increasing the number of 
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village schools in the Abeih field, although some towns have 
begged that teachers be sent them. The village Aramoon, 
which we reported last year as having awakened from the 
spiritual slumber which caused it to be known as Sleepy Hol- 
low, has this year endured sore trial. The faithful native 
teacher and his wife died from the effects of poison, and nearly 
twenty other Protestants were injured by it, some being 
brought to the borders of the grave and many made ill for 
weeks or months. The poison is supposed to have been put 
into the water jars which the people stand outside their 
doors by some one hostile to the Christian faith. The 
school was closed for a time, but is now resumed and 
prosperous. Another school, which has been keeping its foot- 
hold on the outskirts of a large village of Maronites, waiting 
it^ chance to get within the barriers, has now achieved the 
victory, and proclaims Christ from within, meeting little op- 
position, except from the priests, and the people seem to have 
a way of silencing them by threatening to become Protestants 
if they do not cease their opposition. In other towns the 
people are awaking to ask what this doctrine is, and are 
holding meetings for study and prayer. 

Mrs. Bird has not forgotten her contribution to foreign 
mission work at home, and has sent an article for our maga- 
zine. Last spring she visited our girls' school at Sidon, and 
the occasion is remembered with pleasure by the pupils. In 
this Sidon school we have Miss Rebecca M. Brown as our 
representative. With her the year has been one of happv 
usefulness, and excellent preparation for the coming year, 
when she and her sister will have entire care of the school. 
Last summer Miss Brown visited Jebaa, the cool, healthful 
resort of the missionaries on the slope of one of the Lebanon 
mountains, and also spent some time at the Abeih girls' 
school. For three months afler the opening of the fall term 
she assisted at the Tripoli school. Miss Le Grange being in 
America on her vacation this year. At Christmas time she 
returned to Sidon, and helped arrange a very successful 
Christmas entertainment for the scholars. Miss Brown re- 
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poits forty-one boarding pupils and from fifty to sixty day 
pupils. There is a quiet religious interest, but there are not 
as many as they desire, asking, " What must I do to be 
saved ?" Our scholars in Tripoli are cared for in Miss Le 
Grange's absence by Miss Holms, who has been assisted fifst 
by Miss Brown and then by Miss Bird. 

During the week of prayer in Syria such congregations 
gathered in various parts of the country to hear the preachers 
as have not been known there for centuries. The faith of the 
Christian laborers on the field had not dared to expect such a 
condition of things for years to come. Churches were 
crowded every night, and far from its costing a man every- 
thing he had to show any interest in Protestantism, all classes, 
even the wealthy and influential, openly attended the meet- 
ings. Let us pray, with our missionaries, that the Spirit will 
bring the seed sown to a blessed harvest. 

PERSIA. 

When in 1871 the separation took place between the 
American Board and the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions, one of the Commissioners of the former said : " In 
resigning Persia to the new Board we are giving away the 
brighest of our crown jewels." We understand this when we 
remember that Parthians, Medes, Elamites and dwellers in 
Messopatamia went back to their Persian homes after the 
wonderful outpouring of the Holy Spirit at the feast of Pente- 
cost, preaching everywhere a pure gospel. It was only after 
the heresies of later years and the withering influences oi 
Mahomedam conquerors had rent the church in twain that it 
lost its power. It was this thought that inspired Christen- 
dom in 1829 to begin the work of foreign missions in Persia, 
and the work has gone on until now we have mission 
stations at Teheran, Oroomiah, Hamadan and Tabriz. 

At Taheran the Shah has just granted a concession for a 
hospital which will be under the direction of Dr. W. W. 
Torrence. The land is secured, the funds for the erection of 
the building (the larger part given by Mrs. Ferry, of Lake 
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Forest), is in the hands of the missionaries. The central part 
will be erected this year, and when completed will accommo- 
date 100 patients. The old mission property has been sold 
and ground more favorably located has been purchased on 
which new buildings are in process of erection. A perpetual 
right of water for twelve hours a week, brought into the 
premises through an underground passage a half mile long, 
has been secured. 

Until the completion of the new buildings the school con- 
tinues in' the qld quarters under the direction of Miss Bassett 
and Miss Bartlett. During the summer vacation Miss Bassett 
was set upon by three large dogs and severely bitten. Under 
the care of Dr. Torrence, to whose home in the mountains 
she was taken, the wounds healed and she was able to begin 
work in the autumn. The reports from the schools are 
most encouraging. Miss Bassett writes of two of the pupils 
who have recently united with the church. 

Mrs. Torrence and Miss Dale are meeting with much en- 
couragement in their work among Jewish women and 
children. Thirty-six are sometimes present. A more ignor- 
ant class of women could scarcely be found, never having 
heard the story of creation, of the flood, or the wandering of 
their own people in the wilderness. The contrasts in Persia 
are marvellous. After describing the houses of the poorer 
and middle classes, Mrs. Torrence gives a pen picture of a 
room in the palace of the Shah. She writes : " From the 
ceiling hang stalactites covered with regular bits of mirror 
which form a thousand facets trom which are reflected the 
colored lights without. They in turn are reflected in a pool 
in the centre of the floor which is paved with glazed tiles, 
making a scene suggestive of fairy land." Such is the 
grandeur in a land where knives, forks, chairs and bedsteads 
are unknown among the common classes. The women spend 
hours and often days in the bath and hair dressing. Long 
braids of shining hair hang from the back of the head, whilst 
bangs are universally worn over the forehead. 

The poorer classes live in the midst of filth and a poverty 
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which passes description. From all classes are gathered the 
pupils of our schools. Under its refining influence they go 
out changed in every way. The work does not cease when 
they leave the mission. Going to their homes they become 
centers of light, and through their teachings and influence 
we hear continually of new converts won to Christ. One of 
our workers writes : " It seems to me as if I were living a 
thrilling story, with scenes akin to those ot the Arabian 
Nights. I am never homesick, although the strangeiiMU^ of 
all things makes me at times very restless." ''^ 

At Oroomiah Miss Dean and Miss Morgan opened the 
school October 6th with forty-two pupils, increased later to 
fifty. Among the new faces were six Irom the mountains. 
Esther, who entered the school four years ago, will graduate 
next year, and then return to her dark village home in the 
mountains to open a school there. 

A married woman, a simple, earnest Christian, is enrolled 
among the younger scholars, having entered the school with 
the purpose of becoming a Bible reader and a helper to her 
husband. Anno, who is in the college preparing for the 
ministry. 

Small-pox has been prevalent, and one of the boarding ^ 
pupils, a sweet, consistent. Christian girl, died from the dread 
disease. 

Seven of the former pupils entered the school in the fall, 
in order to review their studies preparatory to opening schools 
during the winter. This is one of the most encouraging 
features in the work. In educating one girl we are helping 
many. After leaving school they not only open schools, but 
organize prayer meetings, Sunday schools, and reading circles 
for the study of the Bible. This, and the development of 
Christian character, followed by lives of purity and holy 
living, makes each village to which our girls return like a 
beacon light, around which gather those who desire to know 
of Him who is the Light of the world. Great interest is 
manifested by the friends of the pupils in the examinations, at 
which the recitations alternate between the scholars in the 
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boys' and in the girls' school. The ability of the girls to 
make their own garments has had an influence on the women. 
The missionary meetings, where the condition of other coun- 
tries are reported upon by the girls, are well attended. There 
has been a spiritual awakening in this school with marked re- 
sults. Mrs. D. P. Cochrane, in writing of one who had 
recently accepted Christ, says : " Her convictions of sin were 
deep, but when the light broke in upon her, her realization of 
Christ and his salvation were equally vivid. The genuineness 
of her conversion was proved by her abiding joy, simple faith 
and consistent life." 

The return of Miss Van Duzee was a joyous occasion to 
the little band of workers, giving strength when it was greatly 
needed. 

Mrs. E. G. Cochrane, who, with her son. Dr. D. P. 
Cochrane, has charge of the hospital, tells us of five thousand 
patients who have received treatment at the dispensary, or in 
their own homes, during the last year. Among the former 
was a young shepherd, from Koordistan, who listened atten- 
tively to the Bible readings, but could not comprehend that 
Christ could forgive sinners until he had first taken revenge. 
But when he heard the passage read in which Christ likened 
Himself to a good shepherd, he asked, " Does Christ love me 
as I love my sheep ? O, now I understand how He can for- 
give my sins." 

The joyous welcome with which Jews, Native Christians 
and Mahomadons went out to meet and welcome Dr. and 
Mrs. Alexander and their " wee birdie," on their return to 
Hamadan, in November, found an echo in our hearts, as we 
thought of the Jewish maidens in Mrs. Alexander's school 
who were longing for her return. During her absence the 
school was conducted by Miss Montgomery, and very marked 
progress was reported in all branches of study, including 
Hebrew, Persian and English. 

Many, besides Dr. Alexander's family, were uniformly 
present at family prayers, and often the boys in school led in 
prayer at evening devotions. Mrs. Alexander, in speaking of 
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the converts among the Koords, says: " No one can know 
these young Koords without having his faith increased ; dar- 
ing all things for Christ's sake ; trusting all to Him ; fearing 
only Him." Referring to the past, she writes : " Many a 
tinie the way was dark, the demon of persecution was close 
on our footsteps, but our help was from God, the same God 
who controlled angry flames and stopped mouths of lions 
within the borders of this land centuries ago." She speaks 
also of the opportunities of sowing the good seed among those 
who apply at the dispensary for advice and medicines. 

In no one of the missions is there a more devoted band of 
workers than at Tabriz. Mrs. Van Hook and Miss HoUi- 
day have charge of the girls' boarding and day school. 

One of the girls in the boarding department was the 
daughter of a Said, or direct descendent of the False Prophet. 
Nearly all were from homes in adjacent villages, and entered 
the school, as at all other mission stations, half clad and 
covered with vermin. The first lesson to be taught is clean- 
liuess. When clothed in neat but simple garments, their 
faces soon take on a new expression. Their teachers are 
object lessons, showing them what Christianity can do in de- 
veloping a pure and noble womanhood. The desire to be 
like them leads to alacrity in study, and under refining in- 
fluences they are transformed into gentle and attractive girls. 
Step by step they are led, until there comes into their souls a 
hungering for Christ and his righteousness, and they accept 
Him as a personal Savior. The practicable use made of their 
studies, even in physiology are remarkable. Speaking, one 
Turkish, one Armenian, and others Caldean, their progress is 
at first slow. One of the first graduates has married a native 
pastor^ and they have gone a journey of several weeks to 
Geog Tapa, where, among another race, speaking another 
language, they have opened a station for foreign missionary 
work. Mrs. Van Hook says : " It seems like a benediction 
on the school to have its first graduate go out thus as a 
Foreign Missionary. 

An interesting feature of the work at Tabriz is the assem- 
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bling of the native women at the mission, or at the houses 
of those who will open their doors for Bible reading, to Miss 
Tewett. In summer she visits the villages on the plains and 
on the slopes of the mountains, and crowds gather to hear 
of the matchless love of the friend of sinners. The noisy 
chattering ceases, and as the listening ear takes in the sweet 
story of redeeming love, many a rude and noisy woman is 
transformed into a gentle, loving disciple of the Lord Jesus. 
All the time that she can spare, Miss Jewett gives to the 
translation of tracts, to be scattered among the people. For 
four months her work was hindered by the illness of Miss 
Holliday, Miss Jewett devoting nearly all of her time to the 
care of the invalid. Mis| Holliday is now able to leave her 
room, and all are hoping for her complete recovery. 

All hearts at Tabriz are rejoicing in the arrival of our be- 
loved Annie Rhea. She left her home at Lake Forrest, in Oc- 
tober, as the wife of the Rev S. G. Wilson. From her child- 
hood it had been her desire to return to the land of her birth, 
the country where her father laid down his life in the service 
of his Master. She rejoiced when the call came for her to 
consecrate her rich gifts and acquirements to the cause of. 
Foreign Missions, in her beloved Persia, and she went out 
from among us carrying with her the benediction of many 
relatives and friends. God grant that she may be the means 
of leading many of the sin-laden daughters of that land to a 
knowledge and acceptance of Christ. 

INDIA. 

Beginning at one of the most southern points of our ter- 
ritory, we find Mrs. Lucas at Allahabad, still in active super- 
vision of schools and zenanas. She is eagerly looking forward 
to the day when the new boarding school for girls will be 
ready for occupancy, and will become the radius of a circle of 
ever widening influence. A deeply interesting field of use- 
fulness is being here opened, one that cannot but enlist the 
sympathies of all who are working for the elevation of 
woman. The school buildings, it is hoped, will be soon ready 
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for the pupils, who are gathering from the city and the sur- 
rounding country. From our last reports, they were going 
up rapidly. When completed they will be very suitable and 
convenient. There is no school of the kind nearer than 
Lucknow, 150 miles away. 

The principal of this school will find a great work before 
her, and will be warmly welcomed by all the mission circle. 
Mrs. Lucas writes she will have a field of usefulness open to 
her second to that of no lady missionary in India. We are 
delighted to announce that Miss Mary Lawson, who is fully 
competent in every respect to be at the head of such an insti- 
tution, has been appointed by the board to this position, and 
will sail in September to enter upon her duties. 

Of Mrs. Warren's work at Gwalior we have had no 
recent report, but we know from her record in the past that 
she is still actively engaged in mission work. She is the only 
American missionary at this station. The church for which 
she has labored so many years, when finished, will be a mon* 
ument of patient and persistent eflfort. It illustrates the power 
of littles, the funds for it having been collected by Mrs. War- 
ren in small sums from all classes of people. 

Mrs. Warren is superintendent of the Sunday school, aver- 
aging about 140 pupils. It must be a picturesque and inter- 
esting sight to see the children gathered in the roofless walls 
of the unfinished church, sharing their pictures and texts with 
the men of several native regiments near by, who are con- 
stant attendants on the Sunday school. 

Our equally efficient and devoted missionary. Miss Mary 
Pratt, is still at JuUundhar, striving to bring up the Normal 
School to her standard of excellence. Miss Pratt's powers of 
organization are said to amount to genius. In addition to the 
Normal she has charge of five village schools, and has re- 
cently opened a school in her back yard for sweeps. The 
second day she had twenty-eight in attendance. She needs a 
co-worker in her arduous labors. She speaks of the delight 
aflforded by occasional visits from Christian friends, of the rare 
pleasure of seeing a sympathetic face across the table at meal 
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time. Under the combined pressure of over- work, loneliness, 
heat and ill-health, especially the latter. Miss Pratt's brave 
spirit succumbed for a season, and she was obliged to go to 
Allahabad for rest to body and mind. 

We are happy to report her again at Jullundhar, writing of 
the Normal School : *' If I live I shall see it a success, a thing 
worth having. I think the Lord means to save it. I pray 
daily for His blessing." 

Miss Given and Miss Downs are still at Lodiana, assoaiated 
together in the care of schools and zenana work. They have 
been six years in India, and their constant friendship has been 
a pleasant feature of their missionary life. Their pupils 
number nearly 200 in schools and zenanas. Both schools are 
for Mohammedan girls. A letter just received from Miss 
Given gives an interesting account of a visit to Rupar, a sub- 
station of Lodiana about fifty miles from that place. She 
says: 

" Miss Downs and I find plenty of work to do here among 
the women, and we have met with hearty welcomes wherever 
we have been among them. We find them, in both city and 
villages, quite willing to listen to us. Indeed, often a woman 
speaks out of the crowd, ' Now read that from your book,' or 
' Sing us a hymn.' It is very pleasant to be invited to deliver 
our message in this way." 

Mis. Kelso writes from Saharampur of increased oppor- 
tunities of enlarging the work had she sufficient helpers. In 
addition to the charge of schools and zenanas she has had the 
care of the orphanage. She speaks of the comfort the mis- 
sionaries take in knowing that friends at home are praying 
for their success. 

We are sorry to hear from Mr. Bergen of the continued 
ill health of his wife, usually one of our most efficient workers. 
The long, protracted illness of her two boys was a great 
strain upon her nervous system. When they were fairly con- 
valescent she succumbed, and is now completely prostrated. 
What she cannot do herself she endeavors to do through 
others, but it is a great trial to be laid aside, even for a time, 
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from active work. Our sympathies are with them both in 
their affliction, when the lesson of patience and endurance 
must be learned. 

No report has been received from Mrs. W. J. P. Morrison, 
but we suppose she is still at Ambala. The care of her little 
family must take up much of her time. She is doubtless still 
interested in the schools and zenanas. 

Miss Esther Patton has sent a very interesting report of 
the Panhala school, which has had an average of thirty pupils 
during the year. One of the brightest girls has been taken 
away by fever. She gave good evidence of a change of heart 
before her death, and was much regretted. The girls have 
made good progress during the year, Christian, Mohamedan 
and Hindu playing and studying together in peace and har- 
mony. Under the influence of the gospel the girls are 
gradually giving up their old superstitions. The monthly 
exhibitions of reading, recitations and compositions have done . 
credit to the school. 

Miss Patton and her native assistant regularly visit the 
homes of the girls. A house near the missionary compound, 
where there are a number of widows, has also been visited 
several times at their earnest request. The women are 
always glad to see them, and are. proud of the progress of 
their children, but do not care to learn themselves. Miss 
Patton accompanied Mr. and Mrs. Ferris to the Himalaya 
mountains, and after a delightful and much needed rest there, 
reports herself in fine health for the duties of the coming 
year. 

Miss Pendleton has passed a busy and successful year in her 
important position of principal of the Christian girls' boarding 
school at Dehra. She considers it the best year since her 
connection with the school. The health of the pupils has 
been in the main good, and their progress very encouraging. 
The school numbers 103 pupils, whose average attendance 
and scholarship has been higher than ever before. Several 
efficient workers have been sent out during the past year for 
zenana work in Dehra and other places. The corps of 
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teachers has also been recruited from the ranks of the pupils. 
Nearly all the older girls are Christians, ten of them having 
recently made a profession of their faith in Christ. 

These are among the more visible fruits of the school 
work. There are other signs of improvement that are very 
gratifying. A steady development of Christian character 
has been very noticeable among the girls, showing the 
presence of the Holy Spirit in their hearts. They are learn- 
ing to think for themselves, and increased womanliness and 
thoughtfulness are the results. 

In August Miss Pendleton attended the annual meeting at 
Lodiana, and before returning home visited all the boarding 
schools for girls between Lahore and Benares, six in all, 
besides orphanages. The trip was a very enjoyable and 
profitable one. Above all, it was very gratifying to see and 
hear of the good work done by the girls sent out from the 
Dehra school. Several of these are filling important positions. 

One most interesting case, illustrating the upward progress 
of woman in India, is that of Chundramukhi Bose, one of the 
former pupils of the Dehra School, who, during the past year, 
has been appointed superintendent of the Bethune school at 
Calcutta. The Indian Messenger, the leading organ of 
Brahmoism, contained a very complimentary notice of this 
appointment. The following paragraph, taken from it, is 
significant of the change of public opinion in India: "We 
congratulate Miss Chundramukhi Bose upon her appointment 
as lady superintendent of Bethune school. This school is the 
leading institution for the education of females in Bengal, and 
it is no mean triumph of the cause of female education that, 
within a few years of the university being opened to our 
women, a competent native lady is found to hold such a 
responsible oflfice." 

Dehra School has the honor of having opened the Uni- 
versity to women in India, by passing this one of her pupils. 
She was the first girl in India to stand such an examination; 
the first to receive the title M. A., and the first woman to 
take such a responsible position. 
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We are indebted to Miss Seely^ of the Philadelphia Board, 
for a full report of our schools in Fultegurh. We have four 
there the Hoffman, the Granville, Harriet Newell and the 
Pierson. Of these, the Hoffman, now taught by " Samita," 
instead of " Tulsa," is the largest and the most promising. 
The number of names enrolled is forty. The Granville 
School, numbering twenty-one pupils on roll, has not made 
as good progress on account of change of pupils. Some 
have married and gone away; some have died; others attend 
only occasionally. 

The Harriet-Newell is a very good school, numbering 
twenty-five pupils. The teacher has been very faithful, and 
deserves great credit for bringing his pupils on so well. 
They are making good progress in all their studies, and seem 
to understand fully what they learn. The Pierson has 
twenty pupils. This, again, is unfortunate in not being able 
to keep the girls any length of time. They are constantly 
changing, which is very much against their steady progress. 
The teachers of all these schools are industrious and anxious 
to have the girls improve. It is not their fault if circum- 
stances are sometimes against them. 

Mrs. Robert Morrison, of the same board, reports some 
changes in our schools at Rawal Pindi. Instead of five, we 
now have two, as she has found it best to unite the three 
Hindoo schools into one large school of 150 pupils, and the 
two Mohammedan schools into one, somewhat smaller. She 
thinks this union advantageous in every respect, and pro- 
ductive of good results. " There are," says Mrs. Morrison, 
" in the united school of Hindoo, three teachers, all Sikhs, and 
all men, and one pupil teacher. The first class girls read 
very fluently, and can write almost anything to dictation 
quickly and well. They have read this year several of A. L. 
O. E.'s books, translated into the veracular, and last year 
they read Pilgrim's Progress. 

" The Mohammedan school, though in pretty good 
order just now, has not made as miuch progress during 
the year, owing to the death of the teacher. In both schools 
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we have some nice, bright girls, whom I hope we may be 
able to keep hold of until they acquire a good, substantial 
education." 

SIAM. 

The very mention of this country awakens deep interest, 
for it is one in which the King and high officials favor the 
coming of Christian influences. Not by words only, but by 
substantial gifts they help to hasten the good day when 
Buddha's priests and worshipers shall know and love a better 
God. 

One of the first questions asked is, '* What has become of 
Dr. and Mrs. C. S. Peoples, who so bravely undertook work 
at the new station of Lakawn, 75 miles from Chieng Mai ?" 
The year has been a grand one for them for they have seen the 
field opening before their eyes, until in a few months it became 
impossible for them alone to meet the cry of need for soul and 
body which daily came from pleading hearts and lips at their 
door. Famine and sickness drove the wretched people to 
those who they found had come among them, not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister. The bodies were patiently, 
lovingly cared for, and the sweet story told, until, as in so 
many lands and ages, the souls awoke to feel their bitter need. 
So the interest deepened, until Dr. Peoples said : "O, I wish 
I could preach all the time!" More speedily than is often 
possible their prayers and appeals were answered, and Rev. 
Mr. and Mrs. Collins sent to their aid. Dr. Peoples went to 
Bangkok to meet the newcomers and obtain much needed 
rest. For a time Mrs. Peoples remained alone at Lakawn to 
care for the flock, but later joined her husband, and the whole 
party is probably now at home in Lakawn. 

Dr. McGilvary says that Dr. Peoples' success in erecting 
a permanent home is without a precedent in that land for 
expedition and economy, and that his reputation as a surgeon 
is established by several difficult operations. Two adults 
have already been admitted to the church. The blessing of 
God has plainly rested upon the new station in the year just 
closed, and the outlook for the future is most hopeful. 
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Miss Lizzie P. Westervelt has sent us the report of the 
Chieng Mai school, to which our scholarships there entitles 
us. Since last May the school has been under the joint super- 
vision and instruction of Misses Griffin and Westervelt. There 
have been 31 names enrolled, and the girls' interest in 
study has constantly increased. The industrial class has 
grand results to show in the line of plain sewing and the 
pupils' acquirements in Bible knowledge would surpass those 
of many children in our home schools for one year. Two 
children have been admitted to the church and others have 
applied. Some cases of discipline have been necessary, and 
one bright pupil has been called to be a slave in the palace, 
because in a time of distress her ancestors put themselves un- 
der royal protection. A need most severely felt is that of 
suitable books in the Laos language. The lack of them makes 
the problem of Sabbath keeping a serious one. 

A new building for the school is well advanced and will 
be occupied when the teacher's dwelling is completed. Dr. 
McGilvary's testimony concerning this school is that it has 
good discipline and teaching, and he regards it as one 
of the most hopeful and permanent influences in the mission. 

Miss Jennie B, Nielson keeps warm our interest in the 
Petchaburi School by her good letters, and this year Miss 
Jennie M. Small, of Denver, has joined her, and we have 
thereby another gifted letter writer, as well as^ardent worker. 

During the first part of the year. Miss Nielson gave the 
greater share of her time to her boys' school, and accom- 
plished the best results possible with her limited means. 
Recently, Miss Nielson has received a gift of money which 
will enable her to secure much needed improvements in the 
accom modations. 

Last October, Mrs. McLarens departure for Bangkok 
made it necessary for Miss Nielson to take charge of the 
girls' school in addition to the boys', and, as was to be feared, 
her health has suffered. She writes hopeful of soon resuming 
her work. We highly value her enthusiastic devotion to the 
Master's service and quickness to see and seize every oppor- 
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tunity, as well as her delightful letters, which inspire us, and 
we hope this life may be tenderly guarded. \ 

In the year past several of the girls and boys have united 
with the church. In May a Woman's Missionary Society 
was organized; the first in Siam. Its meetings have been 
the most popular of any religious services, and the oflferirigs 
generous. 

At Petchaburi, more than at other stations, our missionaries 
are brought in contact with the high Siamese officials. The 
Governor of the Province has placed four of his daughters 
in daily attendance at our school. Coming in carts, with 
their accompanying slaves, they create quite a sensation. 
Both they and their father lament the coming of vacation 
seasons. 

The Prime Minister has a country seat at Petchaburi. 
He sometimes visits the schools, and during his last stay in 
that city he gave an elaborate dinner and entertainment for the 
missionaries. The last letters tell of preparations for the 
coming of the King himself to Petchaburi. Without doubt 
our missionaries seized their opportunity, and we wait to hear 
of the good seed sown among the great and small who 
thronged the city on that occasion. 

At Bangkok the changes have come which last year's 
report caused us to fear. Miss Laura A. Olmstead struggled 
on until last spring, assisted only by a native Christian girl. 
Soon after the arrival of Misses Cole and Henderson her 
nervous system gave way. She is now in this country, bravely 
endeavoring to regain strength that she may return to 
her devoted pupils. Miss Cole took charge of the school. 
Miss Henderson helping her in all ways possible to one 
just beginning the study of the language. As is customary, 
when one missionary steps into the place ol another, the 
trained assistants left them, and new ones had to be taught 
Gradually, however, obstacles were overcome, and all now 
runs smoothly. The outside schools had to be discontinued 
for this year, but they expect to re-open one of them soon, in 
a building of their own, where they can also hold religious 
services. 
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Hopeful as is the outlook in Siam, we have not yet fulfilled 
our whole duty toward her. Land and buildings have been 
offered at various places if we will send teachers, but the 
already overburdened band there can spare none from its 
ranks, and the church at home fails to send sufficient reinforce- 
ments. 

CHINA. 

Miss Hattie Noyes furnishes us with very satisfactory 
reports of our school work in Canton. A very pleasant feat- 
ure of one of the day schools is the fact that a mother and 
daughter both have an interest in the school; the mother, 
who is a bible woman, supervising, while the daughter 
teaches; both educated in the boarding and training depart- 
ment of the school in Canton. In these departments we 
have thirteen scholarships. Sixty of these pupils have been 
employed as helpers by our own and other missions. 

Our report, one year since, left Mr. and Mrs. Fulton, with 
their sister. Dr. Mary Fulton, quietly settled in the province 
of Kwang Sai. Their station, Kwai Peng, is 350 miles west 
of Canton. A hospital was in course of erection, while sold- 
iers and other in-patients were accommodated in a temporary 
mat shed erected for the purpose. The sudden persecution 
which came upon them (May 6th) by a mob (instigated by 
the Chinese students from other districts, attending a literary 
examination, and who were violent in their hatred to foreign- 
ers), destroying all their property, personal and belonging to 
the mission, barely escaping with their lives, also the destruc- 
tion of the property of the natives who had befriended them, 
has been such a matter of record that we will not repeat. 
They have since been residing in Macano, but will soon 
return to Kwai Peng, the Chinese government having reim- 
bursed them for their losses and given the surety of tuture 
protection. 

Mrs. Farnham is sure she has nothing to report since her 
thirty years of active service in mission work has passed into 
other hands, but we are quite sure that we can read " between 
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the lines," as she recites the common, ever-day aiFairs of her 
life, much that entitles her to an honorable mention. 

Our school work in Shanghai is under the care of Mrs. 
y. N. P. Smith. Larger accommodations have been secured 
for the schools, so that forty pupils can be accommodated, 
instead of twenty-seven, as in former years. 

The report of our ten scholarships in the girls' boarding- 
school at Ningpo, is from Mrs. John Butler, who will have 
the charge until the return of Mrs. McKee. At the close 
of last year the mission in Ningpo had decided to take the 
advanced step of requiring all girls in the school to unbind 
their feet. They expected this would diminish their number 
of pupils, but they were agreeably disappointed. Instead of 
disaster, blessings have followed. 

It seems strange to come to Chefoo and not find our long- 
tried workers, Mrs. Leyenberger and Mrs. Hunter-Corbett, 
at their post. Upon Mrs. Leyenberger's leaving Chefoo our 
girls' school passed into the hands of Miss Fannie Wight, of 
the New York board. More comfortable quarters are needed, 
but the depleted treasury will not admit of this. However, 
Miss Wight cheerfully writes : " I am getting accustomed to 
the barrenness of the rooms and the children are beginning to 
look beautiful in my eyes." 

Miss Ellen Ward, who left us in company with Miss 
Wight, eighteen months since, destined for school work in 
Peking, has found the climate unfriendly, and was obliged to 
lay aside her study of the language and seek the more bracing 
air of Cheloo. She hopes soon to commence work in visiting 
among the women. 

The meeting of Presbytery is in many respects to our 
missionaries what the feast of the Passover was to the Jews, 
the great gathering of the year when the faithful with their 
households are privileged to enjoy communion with and the 
sympathy of their fellow laborers. 

Our last word of Mrs. Hays, of Soochow, was while on 
her way to Shanghai. She speaks of her anticipated pleasure 
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in meeting, and looking into the faces of those she has learned 
to love. 

Soon after our last annual meeting came the sad message 
that our dear Mrs. Robert Mateer was gone. Her life of 
cheerful constant trust furnished the evidence that " for her to 
die was gain." One of her co-laborers writes "God has made 
his consolation abound in this hour of,darknes8." One who 
knew something of the trials which Mrs. Mateer has passed 
through in that isolated station writes : •' I am glad such an 
example of courage, love and trust has been left to us. Mrs. 
Mateer lived to see this station fully equipped ; she early estab- 
lished a school for boys, as girls required closer supervision 
than her duties would allow." 

After Mrs. Mateer's death Miss Jennie Anderson spent 
some weeks in Chcfoo, returning in the early autumn as Mrs. 
Laughlin. She writes : " The whole trend of the work goes 
to show that we are only very feeble agents of a mighty 
power, working in a way we cannot at all understand." Mrs. 
Laughlin spent five weeks in the Autum itinerating in com- 
pany with her husband and during their visit to some sixty 
villages she saw the fruit of Mrs. Matteer's work in the kind- 
ness with which she was received. 

Mrs. Paul Bergen's account of her work in Chenanfoo is 
as follows : " Having little experience in leading, she gathers 
her class of women for Bible study, and at the opening con- 
fessed to them her inexperience, telling them of her earnest 
desire after their spiritual well being, taking them into counsel 
as to the part of the Bible in which they should study. They 
asked that they might begin with the first chapter of Matthew, 
asking also that in connection with their lesson, they might 
" study the Catechism prepared by Mrs. Nevius." Speaking 
of the personal of the class, Mrs. Bergen says, "silks, satins 
and rich furs sit side by side with coarse cotton and all take 
their turn in answering questions upon the lessons." 

JAPAN. 
One note of thanksgiving comes up from all our workers 
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in Japan, of their merciful preservation from the pestilence 
which has " walked in darkness and wasted at noonday." 

The growth of the work in every department has been 
almost phenomenal, the schools outrunning accommodations, 
and the strength of the teachers, with the demand for more 
room, and healpers, quite beyond the ability of the treasury 
to supply. 

The work of the board of the N. W. is almost entirely 
within the stations of Osaka and Kanazawa. In the former 
we have Mrs. Chas. M. Fisher, Miss A. E. Garvin, Miss 
Antoinette Warner. Miss Garvin's work in Osaka has here- 
tofore been largely among the women of the two churches, 
having a few girls under her care. 

Early in the year the Osaka mission sent their request to 
our Board to build suitable school buildings. While waiting 
for these to be erected. Miss Garvin and her assistant, Miss 
Warner, set about converting their own little house into a 
school room, " reserving only the corners" for themselves. 
Here sixteen girls were received. So many were the appli- 
cations that more room was necessary and an unused hotel 
was hastily transformed into a school home. 

At the close of their first term,theit" numbers had increased 
to twenty-five. January first they opened in their new 
quarters with appropriate exercises. Both the churches in 
Osaka have contributed towards the support of this school 
from their scanty means, and individuals have sent in from one 
to twenty-five dollars apiece, one woman giving $100.00. 

We must not for a moment suppose that what fills our 
schools in Japan to overflowing is because the people in the 
main desire our religion. Our civilization^ of which our edu- 
cation is one of the factors, is what they are after. 

The government of Japan has taken one step in advance 
toward true civilization, in placing the bible among the cata- 
logue of books to be studied in their schools. 

Miss Warner, who joined the mission a little more than a 
year since, will assist Miss Garvin in the school, while both 
will retain their work among the women. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Winn, the pioneers of the Kanazawa sta- 
tion, are sadly missed from their work in the school and 
church, as well as from the social life of those who remain. 

Outside of her medical work Mrs. J. B. Porter feels it her 
duty to throw around the sixty young men in Mr. Porter's 
school all the elevating and healthful influences in her power. 
She has arranged a reading-room in her own house, making 
it as cheery and homelike as possible. To this room these 
young men are welcome. A book- case is also there, but alas 
for the books. These young men are in every way equal to 
the same number gathered in our own land. 

We take up Miss Hesser's work where we left it last year. 
Appropriations were made for an addition to the building, 
and an asssistant appointed. 

Miss Hesser immediately commenced the work of enlarge- 
ment, and as soon as completed started for the port of Yok- 
ohama, where she met her assistant, Mrs. Naylor. Tliey 
joined a company of teachers from the school in Tokio, who 
were going for a few days rest to a mountain retreat in that 
vicinity. After ten days rest, which was very needful to 
Miss Hesser, they started homeward, reaching Kanazawa 
Sept. 1st. 

Of the fifty girls who have enjoyed the benefits of this 
school during the year, eleven have made a profession of their 
faith in Christ, and others are inquiring the way. 

Mrs. Naylor began to serve immediately in the use of her 
voice and at the organ. 

As we have followed, almost around the globe, the 
representatives of our Board, in their aggressive warfare 
against the powers of darkness and sin; have we not caught 
a glimpse of the coming glory of our King? If by our efforts 
we can hasten the day when " He shall reign from sea to 
sea," shall we count any self denial, any labor on our part too 
great by which we can add to the efficiency of the work at 
home or abroad? 

Awake thou that sleepest. — Arise and put on the whole 
armor of God. Work whilst the day lasts. 
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In Moorish characters, on the freize of a room in the 
Alhambra, is repeated over and over again, "There is no 
conqueror save God."

The Treasurer said : 

The receipts for the year just closed are. larger than, ever before. 
They were in 1884, $66,512,31 ;Jn 1885, $59,851.49; Jn' 1886, $65,779.21; 
and as reported above, for 1887, $67,059..82,. 

. This, is the offering which the women of, the Northwest -Jay. to-day 
upon the altar. • May He who, standing over against jthe treasury, im- 
mortalized by His gracious commendation the two mites of .the pooi 
widow, bless also our gift. No eye but His has seen, no heart but His 
has felt all the sacrifices here represented. Th.e year has been remark- 
able for the steady flow of small streams. Considerable individual gifts 
have been received in only a few^ instances. Little rills coming from 
near and from far have united to create the steady flow. The earnest 
prayers which have, in many cases, acconipanied otherwise inconsiderable 
offerings, have no doubt been recorded on high.. Very precious also 
have been the reports of the formation of new societies which still 
in their struggling infancy could give us nothing but their prayers- 
Touching incidents of offerings coming from aged saints, also the gifts 
of sweet children, just learning, how much " more blessed it. is to give 
than to receive," might be told. 

Great improvement in the systematic transmission of gifts has been 
noticed during the year. Not the least of blessings is the educational 
progress that is going on among all who put their hand to this work. In 
no other way are we so often twice blest A great increase and develop- 
ment has been noticed in special offerings. 
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How did we ever get through the year without some occasion, when 
as American Christian women we could assemble and out of full hearts 
express our devout gratitude for all the blessings that crown our lives? 
How little did that earnest young society in Denver realize what an 
electric chord they were touching when they proposed the first praise 
meeting! As travelers on a mountain journey often stop in mid- 
ascent for refreshment, in breathing the purer air around them, that they 
may be ready for attempting the frowning heights still above, do we not 
also find refreshment in looking back over accomplished work, saying, 
** Hitherto hath God helped us?*» 

' Are we not beginning to realize to what dignity we are called in 
being assistants to God, in being co-workers with Him in overcoming the 
wickedness with which this world is runniag wiM? We are daughters 
of a Kin^, »iid our Father f» ^ving us plenty «if HivHrork to 4ik Wiienu- 
the tabernacle was to be built in the wfidemess, with, the mert came the 
wise-hearted women offering their services. Their deft fingers alone 
could form the embroidery for the adornment of the splendid curtains. 
We are asked to do our part in molding living hearts. We can help to 
form the bright minds of the women of India and of other lands, bring- 
ing cheer and brightness into their isolated homes and desolate hearts. 
Can there be nobler work than this? 

God's watchful care over our country through all its thrilling history,* 
its present prosperity, its magnificent destiny ; oar condition as American' 
women is favored above the women of all the nations : our mother's 
prayers; our Christian honles in a land of Sabbaths; ot|r Christian trains. 
ing. What heart does not swell with emotion as we recount these causes 
for gratitude? 

If there still remains a society which has not tried this sweetest and 
most spiritual method of raising money for the Lord's service, we would 
urge you to delay no longer in inaugurating in your midst the thrice- 
blessed praise-meeting. 

How timely has been the thought of our general secretaries in in»- 
deavoring to associate the delightful festival of Christmas with mission^'* 
ary work! How readily we recognize the fact that this is a time for- ' 
coming with gifts. Many a tender, wise-hearted mother has deprecated " 
the effect of the ordinary observance of Christmas. In this festival we 
commemorate the birth of Him who was the incarnation of all unselfish- 
ness. Has not the ordinary observance seemed to promote the opposite 
quality? We shall be doubly grateful to our secretaries if in instituting 
this dime offering, they have helped us to present to our children a 
great object lesson in Christian giving. 

While we strive to make the birthdays of our children joyful with 
appropriate gifts, should we not strive, most earnestly, to make theni feel" 
that the most appropriate way of marking the birthday of our Savior, is 
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by self-denial for His sake? The heathen have been promised as Hi« in- 
heritance, the uttermost parts of the earth for His posession-^hoiiF'** 
delightful to think that even the gifts of children may help to bring HiiAt" 
into His inheritance! The enthusiasm with which children in hcath<!n^" 
lands have sent their offerings should stimulate us to effort that our owii*** 
more favored dear ones are not left behind. 

If we are familiar with what Dr. Pierson calls, " the great ijulletlh ^^ 
boards of Missions" — the missionary magazines — we must const«ritly"' • 
be impressed with the wonderful chara^er of the times in which we 'are '^^ 
living. 

Fifty years ago, Cardinal Wiseman deliberately wrote a book, which * 
he called " The Failure of Protestant Missions," showing - their* utter"* 
futility. At that time there was some show of reason for hisr positfdnr."* 
After eleven years of continuous labor among the Chinese, the Church • 
Misisionary Society said: "There are no reasons that justify thereon-'* 
tinuance of the Mission." In a morning paper, a few days sinco, in'thcJ*" 
Associated Press dispatches, to be read by a continent, was an accoutvt ' 
of a great missionary meeting in London, presided over by a membei* of "' 
the English nobility. To-day successful missions literally girdle the globe; ' 
No one can touch this car of progress without feeling its ' momentum.' 
The enthusiasm is contagious. In one of our Chicago churches, duting^' - 
the last winter, an earnest young woman organized a club for thfe' read- 
ing' of missionary literature. You will not be surprised to hear that even:' 
in these days of clubs, this one immediately became one of the most" 
flourishing. 

It becomes us to study these bulletin-boards. The reaper is over* 
taking the ploughman. Missionary essays written in November are*- 
stale reading in May. In Japan, the most wonderful revolution recorded* ' 
in the history of the world, is in progress. Sagacious statesmen are "• 
advocating the education of women; the government is calling for CAris-: ' 
tian teachers. In China hoary conservatism is giving way. A railroad '" 
has just been successfully opened! An edict of toleration has been is- • 
sued! The hermit nation is unsealed! Incredible transformations are ' 
going on in Papal lands. The spires of Protestant churches are rising ^^ 
under the shadow of St. Peters ! We, as a society, are specially inter- 
ested in a most Providential opening for Christian work in the old capi- 
tal of Persia. The Mohammedon oflicials feeling nothing but despair *in " 
their own institutions, have permitted the opening of a hospital ! Ready 
for such a time as this, in our own American minister, Dr. Pratt, we ' 
have an enlightened and accomplished physician, willing with pen and ' 
tongue in any way to aid the new enterprise. This hospital made pos- 
sible by the generous gift of one of our own number, is a tree of our own '- 
planting. Shall we not water it freely with our prayers and with our 
gifts? 
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The mission in Siam has long been interesting and prosperous. 
Most cheering intelligence has recently been received, making us feel 
that the time is even now come when ** Kings shall be thy nursing 
Others and their Queens thy nursing mothers." Miss Small, in a letter 
just received, says: "A royal visit is now in progress! The King and 
Queen and royal family are now in Petchaburi." Writing in the midst 
of the excitement she says : " The chapel is crowded with strangers, 
listening to the preaching of the missionaries! Missionary literature, 
Bibles and tracts, are eagerly bought and read by the royal attendants. 
The King, in riding about the city, notices the school buildings and 
expresses his approbation. Having heard that the missionary physicians 
had been especially useful not long since, when a government gunboat 
had exploded, causing loss of life and dreadful suffering, he ordered the 
Prime Minister to write a letter of thanks. After coming to the city he 
made inquiry of work done in the hospital and expressed so much interest 
that a report of the yearns work was sent to him. Miss Cort also 
prepared a letter showing the work done among the women and in the 
schools, which was sent to the Queen. The next day the King sent a 
message to the gentlemen, desiring an interview. They supposed they 
would have a formal audience in the reception hall, but instead they were 
taken to the royal drawing room. His Majesty met them at the door, 
shook them warmly by the hand and invited them to be seated. He 
conversed with them in the most friendly manner possible, assuring 
them of his hearty co-operation and his willingness to assist in all they are 
doing. He expressed pleasure at seeing the little school houses, and 
hoped that soon similar schools would be of>ened all over the kingdom. 
He also called the Minister of Education and instructed him to furnish 
whatever text books or other aid should be asked for mission schools,* 
said he should always be glad to encourage American missionaries^ as he 
believed they were laboring for the good of his people. Before they left 
he presented to Dr. Thompson a handsome silver medal, to Mr. Dunlapa 
gold chain, to Mr. Cooper a beautiful gold pencil, and to the native 
medical assistant a well-filled purse, saying, " These are tokens of my 
appreciation; they will serve to keep the occasion in remembrance." 
In reply to the report sent in, the Private Secretary handed Mr. D. two 
letters, one from the Queen, assuring them of her sympathy, and giving 
to the schools and to the Old Ladies^ Home, about to be opened, 1,600 
ticals — $960; the other letter was from the King, addressed to the 
gentlemen, commending their work and granting 2,400 ticals — $1,440 — 
to enlarge the hospital. Can we not all unite with the enthusiastic 
young missionary and say, "Is not this glorious news. ^ Have we not 
great reason to praise God for the encouragement He is giving us in our 
work here in Siam } All along the way we can trace His Hand." 

Thus more than ever we see that the " Field is the -world" 
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And who are these that fly as a cloud and as doves to their windows? 
Is not this the time when "Th_y sons shall come from far and thy 
daughtei-8 shall be nursed at thy side?" Fifteen hundred and twenty-five 
young men and young women have oflfered themselves for work in foreign 
fields during the past winter, from the difierent institutions of learning in 
our midst. 

If these young persons feel it to be a duty to oflfer themselves for 
this work, have not Christians a corresponding duty? The Missionary 
Boards have ail they can do in sustaining the missionaries and their 
families now on the ground. Does not this offering on the part of young 
people call for new gifts from Christians? Can any offering be more 
precious than the one they have made? - No such offering of living 
young men and women has been made since the day of Pentecost Does 
it not bring a fearful responsibility? In this g^eat emergency, this 
solemn crisis in the history of niissions and of the world, in view of our 
own responsibility, does it not become us to come back to first principles 
and ask ourselves what devolves upon us, what ought reasonably to be 
expected of us as Christians? 

Phillips Brooks has recently said: " The essence of that by which 
Jesus overcame the world was not suffering, but obedience. Yes, men 
may puzzle themselves and their hearers over the question where the 
power of the life of Jesus and the death of Jesus lay, but the soul of the 
Christian always knows that it lay in the obedience of Christ. He was 
determined at every sacrifice tto do His Father's will. Let us remember 
that, and the power of Christ's sacrifice may enter into us and some little 
share of the redemption of the world may come through us, as the great 
work came through Him." 

When we have laid our whole selves on His alter in a new consecra- 
tion, all other giving, will be easy.

The gem of Wednesday morning was the grand address 
of the Prfesident, Mrs. Douglass, which contained two questions, 
*• What is the mind of Christ? " and ** Have we the mind of 
Christ?" The broad plan laid in the divine mind for man's 
redemption was clearly unfolded, and any one listening to the 
glowing words could easily answer the questions for herself. 
Turn a few pages and read all that was said, and let it live in 
your lives. 

Mrs. Campbell read the Home Secretaries' Report, making 
many bright suggestions, lifting tis out of the old ruts. Mrs. 
N. B. Judd, for the Foreign Secretaries, gave a detailed 
account of the mission stations, asking for more workers, more 
money, more prayers, until this work shall become worthy of 
the church. 

The Treasurer, Mrs. Farwell, made an earnest appeal for 
more, and larger, and systematic gifts, and when she 
announced an increase of receipts over last year, adding that 
by letter just received from Mr. Rankin, she was informed 
that the old debt of the Board of Foreign Missions was paid, 
the audience arose and sang with deep feeling, ''Praise God 
from whom all blessing flow." 
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The music deserves particular commendation. A young 
lady (volunteer) presided at the organ during each session, 
and several young ladies of Davenport were on the platform 
as leaders. Miss Sophie Rhea, of Evanston, Ills., delighted 
the audience w^ith several sw^eet songs during the meeting. 
"As well the singers as players on instruments shall be there." 

All through the program were the familiar names of mis- 
sionaries, and we were to see their faces now, and hear their 
voices. Miss Carey, of Persia, we have come to think of as 
one of our home workers, and she said but little, giving a 
graphic picture of ignorant and oppressed women. Miss 
Skea, from the Sac and Fox Indians was not able to say much, 
but we know she is laying good foundations for the conversion 
of these tribes. Nearly the whole of the bible is now in the 
Creek language, and the translator and reviser, Mrs. Robert- 
son, exhibited a copy to the assembly. From Africa, Mrs. 
Campbell brought reliable and stimulating facts which must 
increase the interest for that country, although the French 
are just now crowding out our representatives. Mrs. Winn 
reported as a favorable feature of the work in Japan, that the 
men desire educated wives. The women of Japan are not 
reached until the husband is interested. During the meeting, 
little May Winn sang a Japanese cradle song which brought 
out a burst of applause. Mrs. Leyenberger, of China, touched 
a new chord when she announced that her son, recently con- 
verted, had decided to join her work abroad. 

Of the Wednesday evening meeting a correct word-picture 
cannot be given. It was a young people^s meeting, truly. 
Miss Clark, of Persia, gave a vivid description of woman 
there, as Christianity found her, and of its elevating 
influence upon her condition now. The first woman in Syria 
who learned to read is still alive, sixty years of age. An elo- 
quent appeal was made for help. 

Miss Rhea made a deep impression with her song, " Tell 
it out." Miss Lawson was introduced to the audience as soon 
to leave for the school in Allahabad, India. She was enthusi- 
astic, eager to be at work, and enthused her hearers. 
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The last speaker was Mr. Robert Wilder, of Princeton, 
idke «on of a missionary, and his earnest^ eloquent words 
indicated that his feet we^ild «oon tread miseioti ground. He 
traced the history of missionary work from Old Testament 
ifnes, alluding to the present great ingathering <^ souls 
in Japan. He exhibited a chart of Africa, in which 
coantry axe 144,0M^0 of people, without a singk man to tell 
them the story of salvaticm. It was an address worthy to 
dose the 4ay. 

Thursday, ^the last day of the feast," opened with the

"^A Story of One Short Life," as told by Mrs. Stryker, 
revealed the origin of foreign missionary work in America. 
This story will soon appear in book form, and every Chris- 
tian man «9d woman ought to read <iie history of Sa»uel J. 
Mills. 

^ Missiooary Enthusiasm^' was discussed by Mrs. Barlow, 
of Detroit, but much of its sprightliness and telling power 
will be lost without her voice and manner. Indifference, 
lack of time, ignorance, all excuses were met with sharp 
respoQses that cannot soon be forgotten. 

Mrs. Cook, of Iowa, showed us ** The Open Door," and 
plead with women to rise to their opportunities, and be no 
longer guilty of the sins of omission. 

Mrs. Rhea's voice was the last one heard fronn the plat- 
form, pleading for '* The Only Redeemer of God's Elect." 
Her earnestness and seriousness hushed all the house, and in 
every heart was a strong desire for the beginning of the 
**Only Redeemer's" reign. 

There were episodes in the meeting which added to its 
interest, but as well tell the perfume of a flower as describe

Woman's Presbyterian Board of Missions of the Northwest:

jour visits. Everywhere jou will find yourselves greeted, 
not as strangers, but as women consecrated to a noble work. 
From other lips jou will learn the progress of your espe* 
dal work since the last annual meeting ; its hopes deferred and 
obstacles overcome, the unparalled success which has re< 
warded jour eflforts in many fields of labor, the darkness and 
gloom which still prevail in so many parts of the world. 
Mine is the more pleasing task of speaking that precious word 
Welcome, so dear to the heart of a friend, so delightful to the 
heart of a stranger. Let me welcome you to the feast of good

ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

MRS. B. DOUGLASS. 

What is indicated by this great assembly which is 
gathered here to-day ? It certainly has a meaning. You are 
met for a purpose. These earnest, thoughtful, intelligent 
faces looking up into mine give evidence that this coming to- 
gether is not for amusement, recreation or excitement merely, 
though they show no lack of capacity for the highest style of 
enjoyment, the most soulful repose and the most exalted 
enthusiasm. 

What is it that has called so many of us away for a time 
from children and home, from the boundaries of Northern 
Minnesota to those of Southern Illinois, from Ohio in the 
East to Montana in the West, and has brought us to this 
favored central spot on the banks of the Mississippi ? We do 
not hesitate to declare our object in coming together. We 
are no band of conspirators, plotting against a Nation's peace. 
We advocate no high-flown theories of the inalienable right 
of man to govern himself, unrestrained by any over-ruling 
power. We are not socialists or anarchists. We do not go 
into hiding. We openly avow ourselves to be ardent and 
intense loyalists. We have a Sovereign whom we adore — 
one Jesus — and we are come to speak " of the things touch-

ing the King." We are confident that ''His dominion is- 
an everlasting dominion " and His Kingdom that which shall 
not be destroyed. But, "we see not yet all things put under 
Him." "All people, nations and languages " do not " serve 
Him." Nine-tenths of the inhabitants of His own inheritance 
acknowledge no allegiance to Him. Millions are in open 
revolt and have set up usurpers in His place, bowing down to 
gods which their own hands have made, or trusting in some- 
other name than that only one given among men whereby 
they can be saved. This state of active hostility to the Ruler 
of the Universe, or of utter indifference to his claims on the 
part of his rightful subjects, stirs serious questionings in our 
loyal souls, and in the interest of our Master we have come to 
consider what can be done to remedy it. If it is no concern 
of ours, if we can be held to no responsibility in the matter 
then it is but a waste of time, thought and strength for 
us to assemble here. Let us go to our homes and our 
families, let us eat, drink and be merry, and care not though 
a world in revolt rushes headlong down to sure destruction. 
But, if God holds you or me in any sense accountable for this 
state of things, if any measure of responsibility belongs to us, 
it becomes us not to dismiss this subject lightly. We admit 
our relationship to our Creator and the rightfulness of His 
claims upon the creature. We have voluntarily enrolled our- 
selves among the followers of Christ. We have put on the 
armor which he has provided. The name of the Great 
Captain of the Host has been named upon us. We have taken 
the token of a blood covenant between us by drinking " the 
blood of the grape" in commemoration of his life poured out 
for us. We profess to have come into close and abiding 
union with him and to have hearts which beat responsively 
to the Royal proclamation, '* The Kingdom is the Lord's and 
He is the Governor among the Nations.*' Our honor then is 
at stake. If a point of vantage has been gained by the enemy 
through our misunderstanding of orders, or our failure to carry 
them out in their fullest extent, we would not be ignorant of 
it. We will not admit ourselves to be hypocrites or traitors.

We want to know the will of our Master and to do it. It is 
incumbent on us then to consider well two vital questions : 

1. — What is the mind of Christ in regard to a ruined 
world ? 

2. — Have we the mind of Christ? " 

*' Who ^has known the mind of the Lord? It is as high as 
heaven; what canst thou do? deeper than hell; what canst 
thou know? The measure thereof is longer than the earth 
and broader than the sea." What can the finite know of the 
infinite ? There are indeed depths in the Divine understanding 
which no mortal can fathom — heights not to be scaled by 
human fthought, secret things which belong unto the Lord 
alone, but blessed be His name " things which are revealed 
belong to us and to our children." They belong unto us, and 
it is our privilege and our duty to know them and to explore 
the mind of God so far as he reveals it to us by His Word and 
His Spirit. 

Let us then go far back into the counsels of eternity that 
we mayi discover the Divine purpose concerning man. A 
fair planet is called into being — a sinless pair placed upon 
it — lovejand obedience are expected from them — freedom 
of choice is given them — a freedom resulting in a volun- 
tary turning away from God with the acceptance of the 
appalling, but inevitable penalty, justly due' to disobedi- 
ence. Shall man be left to his own destruction? Shall 
a ruinj in which a race is involved remain Without rem- 
edy? Shall Satan rejoice in having foiled God in this cre- 
ation of beings made m His own image and of a Paradise 
from which they must be forever expelled ? What was God's 
thought in regard to a lost world ? That it must be saved — 
at any cost consistent with the maintenance of the honor due 
unto his name — tt must be saved. Out of Ruin must spring 
Redemption. Did it involve exile from heaven, the shrouding 
of Deity in humanity, a life among the base and unapprecia- 
tive, humiliation, travail of soul, derision, desertion, death — all 
must be borne that the gloriouswork might be accomplished of 
bringing "life and immortality to light," of "leading captivity 
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captive," of feathering many sons to glory and of making the 
earth to shine forth again "as a royal diadem in the hand of her 
God." But redemption could only be procured through a 
kinsman Redeemer; one partaking of man's nature that he 
might thus die as his sCTbstitute; one partaking of God's nature 
that he might be able to bear the punishment due to the sins 
of a world which would crush a mere mortal to the lowest 
hell. The equal and eternal Son of God offered to take man's 
nature and to bear his penalty. The Father freely surrendered 
kis only-begotten and well-beloved Son. The Spirit took 
upon himself the office of applying to man the redemption 
purchased by Christ. In the infinite counsel of the Great 
Three-in-One the scheme of redemption was complete. 
Henceforth the daily shedding of the blood of an innocent 
victim was made a type to man of "the Lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world " who should in the fulness of time 
appear " to put away sin by the sacrifice of himself.^' 

There was no narrow, limited conception in the divine 
mind in this purpose of redemption. Look at the breadth 
and universality of God's thought when even in Eden the 
promise was made to the first pair " The seed of the woman 
shall bruise the serpent's head,*' and when, later on, it was 
reiterated to Abraham "in thy seed shall all the families of 
the earth be blessed,^'* It was no contraction of the blessing, 
but rather its preservation for a wide-spread fulfilment that 
when sin became so rampant that a deluge could not flood it 
out or confusion of tongues confound it, one nation was 
chosen as a depository of the oracles of God, and that it was 
guarded and hedged about till the promised Seed should come, 
through whom immunity from the punishment due to sin 
could be offered to a perishing world. All the way down 
the ages shone out the beacon light, " a light to lighten the 
Gentiles," as well as "the glory of my people, Israel." Scat- 
tered throughout Holy Writ were the promises "The Gentiles 
shall come to Thy light and kings to the brightness of Thy 
rising" — " To Him shall the gathering of the. people be " 
— ^-That the residue of men may seek afler the Lord^and all

the Gentiles upon whom my name is called" — "All flesh 
shall see the salvation of God." These designs of wide- 
spread mercy for the race were amply proven when in 
the fulness of time the Son of God appeared to carry 
out his purpose of redemption. God's* plan, perfectly accom- 
plished, was that there should be invulnerable testimony to 
the divinity of the Messiah from His birth onward, that His 
death should not take place in a corner but in a city set on a 
hill, ancient, venerable, historically familiar to the world — a 
city that should be preserved as a monument, ag^e after age, 
even though its contemporaries might be buried in the sands 
of the desert or entombed in volcanic ashes; that it should be 
brought about in literal fulfilment of prophecy through the 
agency of His own people and a power, the most autocratic 
and universal ever existent upon earth; that the bursting of 
the seal of imperial Rome affixed to the sepulchre, should be 
in the face of a picked guard of her all-conquering army; 
that the resurrected Christ should be seen by hundreds, 
within closed doors, by the water's side, on the mountain top, 
and that at the grand Culmination of His earthly career, as the 
angels were about to raise the shout " Lift up your heads, O, 
ye gates, and let the King of Glory in," He should make the 
royal declaration to His disciples, "All power is given to me in 
heaven and on earth — Lo, I am with you alway" and give 
that command, in which all others are concentrated. " Go ye, 
therefore, and teach all nations to observe whatsoever I have 
commanded you " — " Be witnesses for me unto the uttermost 
parts of the earth," confirming His previous words " This 
gospel of the Kingdom shall be preached for a witness among 
all nations and then shall the end come." Crucifixion, Resur- 
rection, Ascension, Proclamation — God's order — to precede 
Return and Restitution. All things centered about that pivotal 
point, the Cross of Christ. Before it convergence, everything 
pointing towards it — afterwards divergence— everything radi- 
ating from it. The great centripetal force of the world was 
there holding everything fast to itself, and combined with it a 
centrifugal force which should make the potency of that death

and resurrection felt from centre to •circumference. "God was 
. in Christ, reconciling the world unto Himself," and He then 
and there made His people partners with Him in his great 
work, by committing unto them the words of reconciliation. 
Here was the dawning of a new era — the prelude to enduement 
with power from on high. 

Our glorious Redeemer having finished the work which 
it was given Him to do was exalted again to the right hand 
of the Father, "from henceforth expecting." The knell of 
nearly 1900 years has sounded and that state of expectancy 
continues. "He waiteth long, is waiting still." How little 
His people realize that God's expectancy is man's oppor- 
tunity. Was ever so glorious privilege given mortal man as 
that of bearing the news of life and immortality to them who 
sit in the darkness of the shadow of death ? Had ever 
angel so divine employ? "Though morning stars sang 
together and all the sons of God shouted for joy " at the cre- 
ation of a world, though through the midnight air rang their 
anthem " Glory to God in the highest, on earth peace, good 
will to men " when the Son of God made himself for a little 
while lower than they for man's redemption, yet not having 
known the depths of sin's misery, or the heights of redeem- 
ing love how could they communicate to another order ot 
beings the infinite treasures of grace? God did not mean 
that they should do it. He has left it for us, on whom His 
name is written in letters of blood. " The manifold wisdom 
of God, for whom every family in heaven and on earth is 
named," is to be " made known through the Church^"* to 
those who are " no longer strangers and foreigners," but 
"fellow heirs, fellow-members of the body — fellow-partakers 
of the promise in Jesus through the gospel, fellow-citizens 
with the saints and of the household of God " — a broad and 
inclusive fellowship, in which Christ would have all his 
chosen share. 

Does not even this briefly sketched and imperfect outline 
prove to us what Gcki's mind is in regard to the world's 
salvation ? 
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. And now let us bring home to ourselves the crucial, test- 
ing question, " Have we the mind of Christ? " 

" If any man have not the mind of Christ he is none of 
His." Is it not our privilege, humbly, yet confidently, to 
declare of Hini who ^^ is the chiefest among ten thousand, and 
the only one altogether lovely, This is my Beloved and 
this is my Friend" — to assert that Christ-likeness is what 
aboye all else we desire — that we would gladly forego the 
most extravagant eulogies could our character truthfully be 
summed up in the six little monosyllables, " Ye have the 
mind of Christ." 

If this be so then, would we be conformed to His image 
we must " measure the pattern." There must be a speaking 
likeness to Him who is " the first born among many brethren " 
if we are veritably " sons and daughters of the Lord God 
Almighty." We must " grow up in all things to Him who is 
the head," contenting ourselves with no one-sided, abnormal 
development, but seeking the symmetry and completeness 
through which only we can attain unto " the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ." Every throb in His great 
heart must quicken new pulsations in our own. The life-giv- 
ing blood circulating to the extremities of the body, will 
teach us the conditions for healthfulness in the body of Christ. 
No member must be neglected, not even the most remote. 
" The hand cannot say to the foot, * I have no need of 
thee.' " Our vision will be no longer short-sighted, circum- 
scribed and limited, but with lifted eyes we shall look upon 
far-stretching fields, white unto the harvest. The heavens 
stoop down and kiss the earth at every point of the horizon, 
and so would we have " the light of the knowledge of the 
glory of Christ " illuminate a world. 

We must have not only Christ's height of love and His 
breadth of view, but His spirit of self-sacrifice and abounding 
activity. If we are truly His, we shall " have a mind to work." 
Realizing that we are co-workers with Him, we cannot be 
mere idlers in the vineyard. Like Him, we " must be about 
ntir Father's business." Our desires for the salvation 
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of the world will not be a vague sentiment, but a practical 
operative power. We shall link Method to Motive and 
strive to discover the very best ways of doing God's work and 
of inducing others to do it. At Christ's command, "fill 
the water pots with water," we will do. our part and " fill them, 
to the brini," standing ready to draw out and bear to the guests 
at the feast, when through his alchemy divine, the water shall 
be changed to wine. Like Elijah, we will build up the altar 
of the Lord, and lay the wood in order, and prepare the sacri- - 
fice, calling upon God for the falling of that fire from heaven, 
which only can prove it to be acceptable to Him. We will 
stretch out the wires over the wide earth, "to the utmost 
bounds of the everlasting hills," and to the isles of the sea, 
for the transmission of that message which God only can 
write on the hearts of those to whom it is sent. It is a com- 
plete circuit which writes our telegrams and love to Christ, 
must begin and end that glorious message, " whoever believ- 
eth shall have everlasting life," which it is our duty to flash 
around the world. 

Do we not even now feel an electric thrill reaching us 
from far oflf Africa, where that message has been sent, as the 
scene comes before us so lately enacted there, as described in 
the Life of the martyred Bishop Hafmington? Three native 
Christian boys are condemned to die for their faith. They are 
tortured — their arms cut off— bound to a scaffolding under 
which a fire is made, slowly burning them to death. Around 
them stand mocking savages, jeering at their protracted agony ; 
taunting them, " Pray now to you 'Isa Masiya' and see if he 
will come to help you." The spirit of the martyrs enters 
into the lads and raising their voices they " glorify God in the 
fires," singing till their poor shriveled tongues refuse longer 
to form the sounds, the hymn taught them by the missionaries: 
''Killa siku tunsi fuP 

♦'Daily, daily, sing to Jesus, 

Sing my soul His praises due; 
All He does deserves our praises 

And our deep devotion too. 
For in deep humiliation 

He for us did live below ; 
Died on Calvary's cross of torture ; Digitized by CjOOQIc 
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" Persecuted, but not forsaken ; cast-down, but not des- 
troyed." Do we not see the form of a fourth walking in the 
fire, and is it not that of the Son of God ? Truly Latimer's 
prophecy has become history and the candle lighted at Oxford 
is sending its blaze around the world. 

Do you wonder that after such a triumphant martydom 
" one of the executioners, struck by the extraordinary forti- 
tude of the lads and their evident faith in another life, came 
and asked that he too, might be taught to pray?" Are we 
surprised that though later thirty-two were burned alive in 
one great funeral pyre, conversions multiplied, brave souls 
still desired to confess Christ, seeking baptism at the risk of 
death in its most awful form, and that the savage heathen king 
found his whole country honey-combed with Christianity ? 

Must we go to the barbarians of Africa, on whom the light 
has sprung up after a long night of darkness, for such an 
example of self-sacrifice and devotion as this? We live so 
much an exterior, superficial life, our minds are so much 
" corrupted from the simplicity which is in Christ," we are so 
pampered by prosperity, so surfeited with material good, so 
occupied with the " seen and temporal," that these revelations 
of the power of the unseen and eternal seem to us almost unreal 
and visionary. They come to us across ihe ocean as a 
half-forgotten strain from the Catacombs, or a wail from St. 
Bartholomew's Day, or an echo from the 2 2d Psalm. We can- 
not realize that this occurred, as it were, but yesterday and 
that even now those walk the earth who are awaiting the 
gospel message from us, which would lift them too out of 
bond-slavery to Satan, into the glorious liberty of the children 
of God. Dare we refuse to deliver it ? "I am going to complain 
to God on the Day of Judgment because you do not send us 
teachers" said a heathen woman of India who was hungering 
for the bread of life. The Lord is not deaf to the cries of 
these starving ones to us who have enough and to spare, and 
He will not. hold us guiltless if we withhold the treasures 
which He has intrusted to us with the direction " Freely ye 
have received, Ireely give." Oh " let this mind be in you which 
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tv^as also in Christ Jesus " who emptied himself that we might 
be filled with the riches of His grace. May God open our 
understandings to take in the truth in its entirety, enlarge our 
hearts to share it abundantly with others,increase our faith in the 
promise, "unto me every knee shall bow" and fill us with such 
love and longing for the presence of our Lord as shall make 
lis eager to sound forth among the nations that apostolic 
proclamation which must precede his return, "Repent and be 
converted every one of you, that your sins may be blotted 
out when the times of refreshing shall come from the 
presence of the Lord whom the heavens must receive until 
the times of the restitution of all things which God hath 
spoken by the mouth of all his Holy Prophets since the world 
began." The beloved Disciple who closed the Scripture 
canon was privileged to stimulate our faith in this glorious 
consummation of all things when Christ " shall see of the 
travail of his soul and be satisfied" by drawing aside the cur- 
tain of the future and showing us this once ruined earth 
restored to more than its primeval beauty, with its city of the 
Great King — Jerusalem the Golden — " arrayed as a bride 
adorned for her husband" and to ravish our sight with the vis- 
ion of our Messiah, no longer on the cross but as he shall come 
** to be glorified in His Saints and admired in all them that 
believe." Oh let the glorious picture be photographed upon 
our hearts! "His head and His hairs white like wool, as white 
as snow; upon His head many crowns; His eyes as a flame of 
fire; His countenance as the Sun shineth in His strength; hold- 
ing in His right hand seven stars; His feet like unto fine brass 
as if they burned in a furnace ; clothed with a garment down 
to the foot and girt about with a golden girdle ; on His vesture 
and on his thigh the name written " King of Kings, and Lord 
of Lords." Then "we all with unveiled face beholding as in a 
mirror the glory of the Lord shall be changed into the same 
image from glory to glory ; these bodies of our humiliation 
being fashioned anew that they may be conformed to 
His glorious body, according to the working whereby he is 
able to subdue all things unto himself." Then, Redemption 
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being complete, voices from heayen will ring out the glorious 
shout, "The Kingdoms of this worid are become the Kingdom 
of our Lord and of his Christ," and we, with a great multif 
tude of the redeemed which no man can number, whom we 
have helped to gather " out of all nations, kindreds, people and 
tongues," shall respond with the triumphal song "Unto Him 
that loved us and washed us from our- sins in His own blood 
and hath made us kings and priests unto God be glory and 
dominion forever and ever." 
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REPORTS OF SYNODICAL SECRETARIES. 



NORTHERN DAKOTA. 

MRS. M. V. WARD. 

At the call of the President Mrs. M. J. Montgomery, the 
annual meeting of the Woman's Sy nodical Missionary Society 
of North Dakota was held at Jamestown, Dakota, Oct. 9th, 
1886. Two Presbyteries were represented ; Fargo and Bis- 
marck. 

The reports of Secretary and Treasurer were given, and a 
constitution adopted. 

In the evening a popular meeting was held in the interests 
of missions at which, by request, Mrs. Austin and Mrs. Wood 
read their papers before Synod. The Syn. Sec. also made the 
following report to Synod : 

The Woman's Synodical Missionary Society in session 
to-day would respectfully report to the Synod of North 
Dakota an encouraging advance in our specific work. Pur- 
suant to adjournment last year, we have formed a more per- 
manent organization, adopting a constitution and electing our 
officers for the year. 

Most of our contributions have been devoted to the for- 
eign work, these in all amounting to more than $300 (though 
it is not possible to make an accurate account at this season). 
The banner church of our synod is Bathgate — it is one of the 
smaller churches but the women are in earnest, and gave 
$85.25 to foreign missions. In the two missionary societies 
there are only twenty-nine members, making the average 
nearly $3.00 per member. In home missions the church at 
Jamestown carries the palm, contributing $250 to our stricken 
church at La Moure. We mention these as notable instances 
of generous giving, that others may be stimulated to increased 
zeal. Let us all hear the Master saying " Go and do thou 
likewise." 
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SOUTHERN DAKOTA. 

MRS. T. DICK ARCHER. 

We would not be true Dakotians did we report other than 
success at the close of the year's work. 

In only a few societies have the gifts been less than last 
year. This is not that hands are weary or hearts faint, but 
because of pressing home needs, and who shall say aught 
against these who are laying, it may be, but deeper founda- 
tions upon which to build grandly in the future. Many soci- 
eties whose names did not appear last year have fallen into 
line. Some who heretofore have been content to serve as 
quiet members of their local society, have taken more responsi- 
ble positions, and feeling their insufficiency for these things trust 
to that strength which is made perfect in their weakness. 

Each society of the Presbytery of central Dakota, except 
one, has increased its offering. Some have doubled the fig- 
ures of last year. 

The farmers' wives who compose the society of Rose 
Hill, held extra meetings during the winter, as they were not 
content to drop half of the precious " monthly topics " with 
which the summer's work interfered. They have crowned 
this, their first year, with a gift of $20.00. 

The sy nodical meeting, held in October, was the first in 
which every Presbyterial Society was represented. 

There the Indian women and girls with their songs and 
simple talks, helped to make the exercises interesting. What 
women who heard one of these say, " we work with our 
thimbles and needles," did not hear the Master's voice, " what 
is that in thine hand ?" 

There are times when the need is felt of seeing face to face 
those returned from foreign lands, who could awaken an in- 
terest in many hearts. 

We are learning the lesson of patience in these first years 
while laying, stone by stone, the foundation of woman's work 
in Dakota. 

Just now everything promises such a grand seed-time and 
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harvest to the Dakota farmer and he forgets the summer's 
heat and winter's cold through which he has passed. So we, 
contemplating what the coming year will surely bring to us, 
if we but prove faithful; forgetting the things that are behind 
we press forward, and with loving hearts " praise Him for 
that which is passed and trust Him for what is to come." 



ILLINOIS. 

MRS, H. T. HELM. 

Last October the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society of 
the Synod of Illinois, held its annual meeting at Mattoon. 
We were helped and encouraged by the presence of our 
beloved President of the Board of the N.W. and Dr. Gillespie, 
one of the Seretaries of the General Assembly's Board. Their 
words to us on that occasion will long be remembered. We 
were also much encouraged by the deep interest manifested 
in our work by the ministers, who were in attendance on 
Synod, and with whom we joined in an evenmg meeting in 
the interest of Foreign Missions. 

At this meeting of our Society it was resolved to divide 
our State into two districts. The Northern District to 
embrace Springfield, Peoria, Chicago, Ottawa, Freeport and 
Rock River Presbyteries, with Mrs. Griffith, of Springfield, 
as Secretary. The Southern District to embrace Blooming- 
ton, Schuyler, Alton, Mattoon and Cairo Presbyteries, with 
Mrs. Sibley, of Pana, Secretary. 

These two Secretaries, who have been so faithful these 
many years, took up the added burden cheerfully and en- 
thusiastically, expressing themselves as being "in love with 
their work." 

We closed our report last year with the expressed 
desire that we might " come again rejoicing, bringing in the 
sheaves." We trust you will not be disappointed in the 
report we present to you, although there may seem to be a 
falling off in the amount contributed. Your request that our 
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societies close their reports promptly by March 20th has met 
with great satisfaction. Previously many held their reports 
open until the very day of the meeting of the Board. 

The past few weeks, which are really our harvest time, 
will come into the report of next year's work. We are not 
able, therefore, to give you as large an amount contributed as 
to this date last year, yet to March 20th there has been an 
actual gain in most of the Presbyteries. A mere glance at 
figures sometimes deceives us. For instance, last year Schuy- 
ler Presbytery reported a legacy of $1,000. They are minus 
this gift this year, and yet they have made a gain in their 
society of nearly $200. This may be said of others. 

In consideration of these facts we come with glad hearts 
to give the amount reported by the societies of this State to 
March 20th as $25,506.97. Mrs. Griffith says, '^we count the 
gifts of these Christian women of Illinois to the sound of 
music, even "a new song unto the Lord," for the Master 
comes with us, and as we count for you, we sing to Him." 

The number of societies reported are 415, a gain of 65 
over last year. Now and then one drops out of the ranks ; 
generally owing to the loss of a pastor or leader, or the church 
itself being dropped from the roll. Still, in these places we 
find copies of our magazines, and know there is precious seed 
being sown that is to bring a harvest in Go(i*s time. * 'Woman's 
Work for Woman," and "Children's Work for Children " are 
deservedly becoming more and more popular, as is manifest 
in the largely increased circulation. It has been earnestly 
recommended to our society that untiring efforts be made to 
add to the number of subscribers, as the surest way of increas- 
ing interest 

Mrs. Sibly writes for her district, "there is a more intelli- 
gent and heartfelt interest and a greater degree of responsibility 
manifested in the work of foreign missions than ever before." 
She also speaks of great benefits derived from the visits of 
Miss Agnes Carey in Southern Illinois. 

It is with pleasure we report that two of Illinois' daughters. 
Miss Mary £. Bmdford, of Lexington, and Miss Lillian T.

Horton, of Chicago, graduated with honor from the Woman's 
Medical College April 5th, having completed a three year's 
course of hard study. Dr. Bradford is to fill the position of 
Interne in the New England Hospital, Mass., for one year, 
and Dr. Horton the same in the Hospital for Women and 
Children in Chicago. At the end of this time they will be 
well fitted to enter upon their chosen service in a foreign field 
as our medical missionaries. We have now on the field from 
Illinois sixteen missionaires with three more under orders. 

Presbyterial meetings are reported as increasing in interest 
and spiritually. A growing interest is felt in the work among 
the young, and a large part of these meetings are given up to 
a consideration of this subject. 

No meetings have been held during the year richer in 
blessings or bearing more precious fruit than our praise meet- 
ing. As one has said, "we caught the echoes from the 
Heavenly shores and crowned our Jesus King." 

They have been to us a foretaste of the great praise meet- 
ing above, in which is heard the mingled voices of the re- 
deemed out of every kindred, tribe and tongue, ascribing 
praises unto Him who hath washed them in his precious 
blood and made them Kings and Priests unto God. 

With this review before us we can heartily endorse Mrs. 
Griffith's statement that " there is no other Christian activity 
pays so high a per cent, on investment, as Foreign Missions." 



INDIANA.

In looking over the year's work in the Synod of Indiana, 
we find many causes, for encouragement, as well as some 
things which are not so hopeful. 

If what has been done could be correctly estimated by the 
results which are seen and known, then would Christian work 
often appear discouraging. But viewed with the eye of faith 
and weighed in the balance of eternity, the unseen and 
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spiritual far exceeds the seen and temporal. In morals, ik^ 
less than in physics, the law holds good that ^* action and re- 
action are equal," and our own hearts will bear witness that 
all work done for the Master has brought its full reward. So 
that to-day, although our hands are not filled with fair, riper 
fruiti still we feel that our record as societies will not be 
nothing but leaves ;" and thanking God for the past, we may 
'* take heart of grace" for the future. 

Among the many blessings and loving favors with which 
th^ year has been crowned, we would mention as one the 
privilege of welcoming the Board of the Northwest to our 
State last spring. We looked forward hopefully to the great 
results which should come to us from that meeting in awaken, 
ing our zeal, kindling our enthusiasm and enlarging our 
benevolence. And so it was hard to repress the feeling of 
disappointment when . the reports from the Presbyterial 
Secretaries were received and compiled, to find that th^re was 
a slight decrease in contributions And yet, in spite of that 
disagreeable fact, we are sure that the interest in foreign 
missions is growing steadily^ if slowly^ and that more 
people are learning to care for that cause which is so dear 
to the heart of Christ. Especially is this true of our young 
people. One of our Presbyterial Secretaries writes : " There 
are many manifestations that the work has a permanence and 
promise of steady growth never before attained. The most 
encouraging feature of the year's work is the increasing 
interest among our young people.*' Another Secretary speaks 
of the delight she feels in knowmg that the boys are not being 
left out of this work. She proposes to write the names very 
large in her record book of those bovs who fill the office of 
Secretary in the various mission bands. If our boys can be 
permeated with the thought of their individual responsibility, 
to save the world for Christ ; if they, with their youthful 
activity and energy can be taught to work for that consum- 
nntion, the next decade will see wonderful growth in the 
Redeemer's kingdom. 

We this year report in our eight Presbyteries 147 sooteties^ 
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35 sabbath schools organized, 9 Young Ladies' societies and" 
53 bands — 9 more organizations than were repK>rted last year. 

Of missionary periodicals there are taken 501 copies of 
Woman's Work, 334 copies of the Foreign Missionary and 4l'0 
copies of Children's Work — an increase of 133 copies in the 
circulation of the latter. That may account for the added 
interest of the young people. It is said that "knowledge feeds 
motives," and let us see to it that our children and young 
people shall have that kind of knowledge which lies at the 
foundation of all true interest in foreign missions. To this- 
end let us urge an increased circulation of that excellent 
magazine, *' Children's Work for Children." 

The total contributions from the State to Foreign Missions 
through the Board of the Northwest is $9,120.51, a decrease 
of $96.38 from last year's gifts. All the Presbyterial Societies 
report smaller gifts, except Indianapolis, where there Was an 
increase of $192.00, and New Albany, which gained $43.00. 

I have not yet received a full list of all the special objects 
supported by our societies, but among the new ones will 
mention Mrs. Houston, of Brazil, supported by the 2d church, 
Indianapolis, and a school under Mr. Bird's care on Mt 
Lebanon, which the Indianapolis Presbyterial Society promise 
to support. 

The Presbyterial meetings are now all held in the spring, 
and iAts spring's meetings have been very interesting ones. 
Most of them were favored with the presence of a missionary 
— Miss Olmstead being with the Whitewater Presbyterial 
Society, Miss Hartwell with New Albany, Mrs. Houston with 
Indianapolis, and Miss Agnes Carey with Vincennes 

The Presbyterial societies having all passed their decennial 
are through with the trials and vicissitudes incident to youth 
and immaturity, and may now be expected to grow stronger 
and wiser wit|j advancing years. 

Our Synod ical meetings, held in October, still continue ta 
be both pleasant and profitable. The last one, held wilh the 
1st Church, Fort Wayne, was inspiring and helpful. Mrs» 
Kumler, Pittsburg; Mrs. Z. M. Humphrey, Lake Forest; 
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Mrs. Happer, Canton, China, and Mr. Kamangi, a Japanese 
student at Wabash College, all aided in making the meeting 
interesting. We are hopeful for a large and good meetings 
next fall at Evansville. 

Is there not every reason for an increase of faith and labor 
for a cause so blessed as that of Foreign Missions? Nor let 
us feel that it is foreign work. In these wonderous days 
when we can, in less than a month, receive letters from the 
busy hands of our missionaries on the other side of the globe, 
let us feel that the work is near. When Jesus stood on the 
Galilean mountain and said, " Lo, I with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world," there was no thought of distance 
or space to Him else had our own salvation been dim and 
distant to His mind. Let us then be conscious of His con- 
stant presence, and feel sure that whatever else may be distant 
or foreign. He is ever near, and his all-embracing heart of love 
includes all who labor for Him. 



IOWA. 

J^fRS. ALKX. SCOTT. MRS. A. F. YOUNG. 

The representatives of the I. W. S. F. Missionary Society 
come before you to-day with feelings of special interest. 

A little less than 12 years ago we began our work as a 
Synod ical organization in this beautiful city on the great 
"Father of Waters." Not only that, but from one of the 
homes of this very church went out two beloved daughters, 
who labored for years under the care of this Board. Is it any 
wonder that our hearts throb with unusual celerity at this 
time? 

We are glad to be able to report some increase in contri- 
butions for the year just closed an advance of 11^ per cent, 
over last year, and the largest sum ever reported from our 
Synod. 

Five Presbyterial Societies increased their gifts as follows; 
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04^, 05, 122^, 45^- ^^^ ^7f per cent, over what was reported 
through their respective Presbyterial Treasurers last year. 

Three have decreased as follows: 02^, 07^ and 10|- per 
cent. In one case^ the decrease was doubtless owing to the 
failure in health of the Presbyterial Secretary and the conse- 
quent vacancy existing for a time. 

We are greatly distressed about one of these delinquents 
which has been gradually falling behind, until its contribu- 
tions this year are but three-fourths as much as they were 
three years ago. Let each officer in that Presbytery and 
every local society begin now to put forth such efforts that 
another year shall see it taking its wonted place in the ranks. 
Many societies observed the day of special prayer for Foreign 
Missions, with blessed results, and a goodly number held their 
annual Praise meetings. Will not every Society hereafter 
observe these days, for their own growth, as well as for the 
welfare of the cause? 

From some Societies came up glad thanksgivings because 
of the growing attendance on the monthly meetings, the 
deep interest in the November day of prayer, as well as for 
the grateful praise offerings recently laid at the feet of the 
Master. 

When we think of the 1,000 students who the past winter 
have volunteered to go out as foreign missionaries, we realize 
the need of pouring money into the treasury. Let the exam- 
ple set by the poor women and children in North Carolina — 
who gave to missions the proceeds of one day's cotton pick- 
ing, be followed by each woman in our church, and there 
would be no further need for retrenchment. Twenty-two 
new organizations are reported, but some have fallen asleep. 
I hope it will not require Gabriel's trumpet to awaken them. 
Our missionaries with the Indians are doing their best to 
"Hold the Fort," amid many and varied discouragements. 
They and we are watching and waiting for the fulfilment of 
the promise *^ They that sow in tears shall reap in joy." We 
are reminded that the time Is short by the calling home of 
our sister, Mrs. J. W, Hubbard, of Knoxville, who for a time 
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gave faithful service as Pres. Sec. Lovely and pleasant in 
life, death has only called her as the advance guard from our 
corps of officers. 

I asked a dear sister for a thought to embody in this 
report. She replied " I think our great need is such a sense 
of our individual responsibility as shall lead to a full conse- 
cration of ourselves, with all that we have and are, to the 
service of the Lord. When this becomes universal the 
Lord's treasury will be full." Said another, ^Thewe^ our 
and they of organized bodies, is in danger of obliterating the 
/ and me of its separate members. We inquire with real 
anxiety what the great Presbyterian church, or the board of 
the N. W., or even the Iowa Sy nodical Society is doing for 
the Lord's work. 

Does this question come from your heart and mine ? Am 
I doing all in my power to help save one soul ? Let us pause 
just here for a few seconds, and with closed eyes and earnest 
hearts ask sincerely, ^* Lord, what wilt thou have mk to do ? " 



MICHIGAN. 

MRS. C. 6. BROWNBLL. 

Michigan presents her report to-day with feeWngs of regret 
that any of her auxiliaries have fallen behind in their contri- 
butions, fearing that in too many instances it is an indication 
of lack of interest and effort. How can we be indifferent and 
at ease when from every quarter of heathendom there comes 
a cry for help ? 

Although failure is written over against some, we are glad 
to note that others have not disappointed us, nor been indif- 
ferent to the opportunities offered them. 

By the continued help of these and the interest awakened 
in those heretofore uninterested, we ftre able to report a small 
increase of about five per cent, in our contribution this year. 

Of our nine missionaries we have no backward movements 
to report, but a steady pressing forward in the midst of dis^ 
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Gouragetnents, anxieties and privations, some of them taking 
from their slender incomes to help sustain the work that seems 
too urgent to be left undone. 

In the Grand Rapids Presbyterial Society which is in Home 
Mission Territory, five more societies report this year than 
last. Desiring to increase an interest, the Secretary sent to 
*' Room 48 " for leaflets, and enclosed about a dozen different 
ones to each society and band. 

Of a society of girls from twelve to twenty years of age, 
she writes: *' I do not know of a healthier Band in this Pres- 
bytery, they have good missionary women to "mother them." 
The members of one society that has a two-months' vacation 
each summer, pay a vacation fee of fifly cents. 

The Secretary expresses the hope of having missionary 
matters is this Presbytery in such shape that every Christian 
woman will feel that she must be one of the helpers. 

Several of the societies in the Presbytery have contrib- 
uted towards a box for Miss Nielson valued at about $150.00. 

The report from the Lansing Presbyterial Society shows 
an increase of interest on the part of the young people. 

At their recent Presbyterial meeting a special portion 
of time was given to the young people, which was occupied 
in giving reports, with some short papers by members of the 
Bands. 

We hear of a young lady in this Presbytery who is so desirous 
of becoming a missionary that her mind is almost entirely 
occupied with the thought. One society of ten members, 
only four whom regularly attend its meetings, has contributed 
$25.00 this year. A society in a small church sends reports 
and contributions regularly each year, though since its organi- 
zation, neither the pastor nor his wife have given it help. 

One lady writes, " we have met with various hindrances, 
but being determined to organize we resorted to a little strata- 
gem, and organized on Sabbath after church," 

One new society and one band reported this year. The 
societies* in this Presbytery contribute towards the salary of 
Mrs. J. N. Hayes at Souchow, China. 
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The Monroe Presbyterial Society secretary reports an 
increase of work for home missions at the expense of foreign, 
one society contributing all their money to home missions this 
year, and some new organizations having done the same with 
their fimds. Others failed to contribute through pressure of 
home needs. Their names are kept on the roll as an indica- 
tion that they are expected to do something in the future. 

One of the contributions was the interest on a bequest; at 
the end of fifteen years the legacy is to be paid over to the 
board. 

During the ten years that Mrs. McKiee has been a mis- 
sionary in China/this, and the Kalamazoo Presbyterial society, 
have provided her salary. At their recent Presbyterial meet- 
ing they had Mrs. McKee with them, and had the pleasure of 
hearing her tell something of her work in Ningpo. It is the 
desire of the Monroe Presbyterial society to assume the entire 
salary of Mrs. McKee. In addition to their share in her sal- 
ary the half of the salary of Miss Patton, of India, has been 
paid by them, but a society in Detroit has asked for her entire 
salary hereafter. 

The secretary of Kalamazoo Presbyterial Society regrets 
the falling off in members and contributions in that society, 
but is thankful that the contributions do not fall off in propor- 
tion to that of the members. The old members remain staunch 
and true. 

More visiting in the Presbytery by those interested would 
increase the number of members, and more training of the 
young would guide the Presbyterian rills into Presbyterian 
channels. 

Loyalty to our own church is due from its members at all 
times, emphatically so in its time of need. One new society 
reported. Contributions $752.49. 

From the Saginaw Presbyterial Society we have reports 
from eight more organizations than last year, and contribu- 
tions more than doubled; these societies contributing more 
than the whole Presbytery last year. 

One society reports from a small church with few 
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workers, ^^ always have excellent meetings," one newly 
organized " very excellent meetings." In one new organi- 
zation the pastor is president, the ladies holding the other 
offices of the society. 

Mrs. Barakat's visits in several societies did us all good, 
and we feel her good influence in all. 

Saginaw city is to have a missionary of its own, having 
adopted Miss Bradford, who has been fitting herself for 
medical mission work. 

The Secretary of the Detroit Presby terial Society writes : 
" with few exceptions, the report has been, 'growing interest,' 
^obligations more easily met,' 'meetings more interesting and 
more fully attended.'" 

A lady in charge of a children's Band observes, " when 
the children begin to think of sending the knowledge of 
Christ to others, they feel they must accept Him for them- 
selves." 

The recent annual meeting of the Society was one of 
tender interest throughout. Six of the nine missionaries of the 
Synod are under the special care of this Presbytery. 

One hundred and twenty dollars has been raised in the 
Societies, for Presby terial and Sy nodical expenses. 

The meeting of our Sy nodical Society at Grand Rapids, 
in October, was one of unusual interest. Among other things 
worthy of note was a practical paper on " The Value of 
Praise Meetings." Coming, as it did, from a church toremost 
in Praise Meetings, it spoke authoritatively on the subject. 
A spirited discussion followed, and fruit has already been 
gathered from this seed sowing. 

The steadily increasing numbers in attendance upon the 
annual meetings of our Synodical Society, make it seem 
advisable to hold them, not as heretofore, at the same time and 
place of Synod, so while the Synod are to go to Bay City, 
for their next meeting, our Synodical Society is to meet at 
Ypsilanti a week previous. 
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MINNESOTA. 

IfRS. B. S. WILLIAMS. 

The closing paragraph of the first State report of Minne- 
sota contains these words • **Expect great things of Minnesota. 
She is full of life and energy undeveloped." The Synodical 
reports brought before you from year to year since then have 
been the history of the development of this life and energy by 
a company of women whose zeal and consecration have been 
founded upon their intense conviction that this work was of 
God and must prevail . The first Prcsbyterial Society was 
organized by one whose faith was nothing daunted when at 
the first annual meeting one delegate only reported herself. At 
the decennial meeting of this society recently held in St. Paul, 
the one had grown to fifties. Of the four Presbyteries now 
constituting the Synod of Minnesota, we give the record of 
the past year's work. 

Red River holds her own as to receipts, but reports an in- 
crease in members and in magazines taken, and now stands 
as follows : 10 societies and bands, 148 members, 47 copies 
of magazines. 

Winona has fallen off a little in receipts, but reports an in- 
crease in members and magazines taken as follows: 15 socie- 
ties and bands, 347 members, 142 copies of magazines. , 

Mankato has grown in every way and reports 21 societies 
and bands , 149 copies of magazines, 478 members ; amount 
contributed, $453.01. 

St. Paul Presbytery has made a grand forward move and 
reports 60 societies and bands, 7il copies of magazines, 1241 
members. 

The Synod of Minnesota comes before you with a total of 
$5,953.91, an increase over our report for 1886 of $1,407.65, 
and we come up to the feast with songs of rejoicing. But as 
we do not regard a mere gain in receipts as the true index of 
growth, we are glad to notice an increase of interest and 
strength in many of our auxiliaries. Among the causes which 
have led to this gain we would make grateful mention of the 
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meeting in Minneapolis of the General Assembly last spring, 
the story of whose work at home and abroad, while increasing 
our knowledge of the needs oi the field, which is the 
world, stimulated us to greater diligence. Then, too, we 
have been helped and encouraged by visits from some 
of our returned missionaries — Mrs. Shaw, Mrs. Ogden, 
Mr. and Mrs. Campbell and Miss Hartwell, the last named 
having told the story of the work in 9iam to twenty of- our 
churches. The labors of all these chosen ones among us 
are bringing forth rich fruit and have been of incalculable 
benefit. Owing to their eflicient work Mrs. Van Cleve has 
not felt it necessary or expedient to go about among the 
churches as much as in former years, but has visited a number 
and organized several societies and bands. 

The Synod has been much stimulated by its gift to the 
cause,-of a dear young girl, Miss Mabel Elliot, who, through 
the generosity of one of the elect ladies in Chicago, is in 
training for a mission field ; and also by the most satisfactory 
reports from our missionary Miss Fanny Ward in Monterey, 
Mexico. There has been a marked increase of interest among 
the children in the Sunday Schools, many of whom have 
received faithful instruction and training from those who 
regard this as a most important and promising part of our 
work. And it may be that any advance we have made is largely 
due to the fact that God has laid his anointing hand upon us 
by calling home four of our workers who were especially 
dear to us, viz.: Mrs. Robert Mateer, who labored so faithfully 
and successfully in China till the Master said to her " Come 
up higher;" our Mrs. Harris who was a power for good 
and very dear to us all; Mrs. Rittenhouse of St. Paul, who 
coming of a missionary family was very earnest in the work 
and much beloved ; and our dear and honored Synodical Sec- 
retary, Mrs, J. R. Hall, who was so eflScient, so faithful, so 
consecrated, so self-abnegating, and so thoroughly furnished 
for her responsible position that it will be very diflScult to find 
one who can fill her place. They were very precious to us, 
but we will not murmur; the memory of their useful, beautiful 
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lives will be to us like the odor of precious ointment, and, hush- 
ing our grief in the assurance that God hath wiped away all 
tears from their eyes; we will strive and labor more earnestly 
than ever that " His way may be known upon earth. His 
saving health among all nations." 



NEBRASKA. 

MRS. A. HARDY. 

I often wonder when taking my pen in hand to com- 
pile and arrange our state report, if all other secretaries ex- 
perience the same feeling as myself, as they try to sort out 
and give proper place and value to all the minute details per- 
taining to a year's work in this wonderful cause of missions. 
Every sheaf and every blade gathered by the loving hands 
of our workers seem to speak to us in words of pathos and 
eloquence regarding the waiting, white fields of our Master. 

During the year that is just closing, Nebraska's ranks have 
numbered 2,000 workers. These figures include women, 
young people and children. During the coming year we 
hope to double oty number of young people and children, as 
special effort is being made to organize each Sabljath School 
into mission bands. 

We have in our state 74 societies and 29 bands, nearly all 
of which are organized alike for Home and Foreign missions. 
Under the head of Literature we find copies — 

Woman's Work for Woman, ... 130 
Children's Work for Children, - - 228 

Foreign Missionary, . - - - 107 

Added to this is the "Missionary Department" of our 
state paper, edited weekly by a lady, which has furnished 
during the year 208 columns of missionary intelligence to 
1,072 women and their children. Initiatory steps have already 
been taken towards instituting an " Exchange Bureau of 
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Missionary Intelligence," whereby original articles and com- 
munications may be furnished to any auxiliary that may apply 
for the same. We hope that the near future will enable this 
to become something tangible and helpful. During the past 
year a new and beautiful interest has sprung np here and there 
over our prairies, which we can only express by calling it the 
^^ Household Interest." Under this name we find a whole 
family organized into a Mission Band, regularly officered by 
different members, and doing most effectual work. I beg 
leave to mention one instance ^particularly^ that of a mother 
and daughter, each supporting a scholarship ; one in the Home, 
the other in the Foreign field. Those of our Presbyteries 
that have already held their annual spring meeting report 
unprecedented attendance and interest. Some of them have 
divided their Presbyteries into districts^ elected a vice-presi- 
dent for each district, whose duty it is to create interest and 
secure organizations in the counties comprisihg her district, 
and report the same at next annual meeting. Our Synodical 
meeting, held at Beatrice, in October last, was a season of 
blessed interest and refreshment. The Master has many 
noble workers in Nebraska — those who cannot be with you 
in person to-day, but whose prayers and spiritual presence 
are here in your midst, and whose hands are earnestly per- 
forming the duties of each hour, and whose song is, 

" There is work for each one, dearest sisters in Jesus ; 

No one need be idle at home or abroad. 
Abroad there is labor; at home it is precious 
To work, wait and pray for the Kingdom of God." 



OHIO.

As the domain of our board stretches farther and farther 
to the great Northwest, and the busy hum of new organiza- 
tions comes to our ears from those distant States and Territo- 
ries, we four Presbyteries in the northwest corner of Ohio 
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feel like those ^^few sheep in the wilderness," left behind here 
on the very border at the east. But we are standing at our 
post and are able to say that we have made a little advance, 
though obliged to work against some serious disadvantages* 
As we are cut off from the synodical associations which 
were formerly of such help to us, our Presbyterial meetings 
are made as strong as possible, and are a power for good to 
the societies, and it is but just to these Presbyterial officers to 
say here that the success of our work is due to their faithful 
discharge of duty. The report of the total of our four Pres- 
byterials is as follows: 

No. Societies 66 

No. Bands 89 

No. Copies W. W. taken 163 

No. Copies Ch. at H. and A 101 

No. Copies Ch. Work 169 

While the number of our adult societies remains about the 
same there is a decided increase in the number of bands. 
Among these new organizations there have been some touch- 
ing instances of self-denial and of real work, to earn the 
money required to meet the pledges made. Such earnestness 
will surely have its reward. 

In the spiritual aspect of our work there has been much 
to encourage us in the past year. God has come very graci- 
ously near to many of our churches during the winter. His 
work has been revived and many hearts quickened to a new 
sense of responsibility, and we have reason to hope that the 
interest in mission work has received a new and lasting 
impetus. 

Last September Huron Presbytery took a step in advance 
by holding a series of harvest meetings among the-societies. 
The arrangement of these meetings was made the month 
previous, so that ample time was given to each society to pre- 
pare for its share in the exercises. The leader says of them : 
'*The afternoon meetings were well attended, and were 
delightful and spiritual meetings. No attempt was made to 
extend missionary intelligence, but we considered such topics 
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as ** The great demand of the times is for consecrated Christ- 
ian women," "Responsibih'ty of Women," "Methods of work," 
etc. The evening meetings were of a different character, and 
were especially designed to extend missionary intelligence." 

The immediate fruit of these meetings was a generous 
thank-offering to our board, but to those who look for deeper 
results there is a manifest spiritual growth which must result 
in greater self-denial and zeal in the service of our Master. 

In the week of prayer, Thursday was observed by us in 
common with the women's societies of our State, in united 
prayer on behalf of the Board of Foreign Missions, that the 
heavy debt resting on it might be removed. Precious meet- 
ings were held on that day and offerings made, some larger 
and some smaller, as our gifts to that board. 

It is well to look back upon the year that is past. We 
may profit by its failures and be cheered by its successes. But 
is it not inspiring to look forward ? The encouragements are 
far outweighing the difficulties. Christ's kingdom is coming 
in heathen lands. His temple is rising in their midst; its 
stones laid in fair colors; its foundations with sapphires; its 
windows of agate; its gates of carbuncles and all its borders 
of pleasant stones. And to it. stands pledged the promise of 
our God, "No weapon that is formed against thee shall 
prosper."

Our society, including in its membership most of the 
school, has had a prosperous year. Meetings have been held 
regularly the first Saturday of each month, an interesting 
program upon some mission topic being presented by sections 
of fifteen or twenty young ladies, assisted by a teacher. 

A steady growth of mission interest has been discemable, 
an interest which has been greatly stimulated by frequent let- 
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ters from friends in the fields and by visits from returned mis- 
sionaries. We greatly enjoyed having with us Mr. and Mrs. 
Wynn, of Kanazawa, Japan, Dr. Happer, of China and Miss 
Olmstead, of Bangkok, Siam. 

We have had this year a birthday box, in which the 
accummulated years of the school were represented by as 
many pennies. In common consent this money, seventy-one 
dollars ($71.00), was used to purchase a communion set, 
lamps and pulpit furniture for the memorial chapel erected to 
Mrs. Laughlin, at Wei Hein, China. A box for motherless 
little Jeanie Mateer was also prepared, and the sending out of 
these has given additional quickening to our zeal. 

The Sabbath " twilight meetings," in which the foreign 
work is especially remembered, and the monthly concert, held 
the first Sabbath of ev^ry month, are constant inspirations to 
missionary effort

WISCONSIN. 

MISS E. W, CAUDEE. 

We come from Wisconsin to-day to lay our consecrated 
gift on the altar of Foreign Missions, whose fires are kept 
constantly burning by the fervent prayers, and the holy zeal, 
of those who spread this annual feast, bidding all come and 
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taste of the joy and the blessing that work for our heathen 
sisters brings. 

A large majority of the churches in our state are few in 
members, and have little of this world's goods, hence their 
gifts are not large; while others are obliged to depend upon 
the Home Board for aid. But with each passing year, our 
increase in interest is very apparent. One faithful secretary 
among these churches has been called to her reward, during 
the year, and her society sends no report — save^— "We cannot 
fill her place." 

Of the 151 churches within the bounds of the Synod of 
Wisconsin, we report the following summary of work done. 

Number of societies and bands 100, 8 societies and 2 
bands having been organized during the year. 14 Sabbath 
Schools are engaged in missionary work ; 217 copies of 
Woman's Work are taken; 308 of Children's Work, and 337 
of the Church Magazine, with frequent mention of our val- 
ued co-worker "The Interior." We have a reported mem- 
bership of 1874.' These figures, however, are very incomplete, 
as many societies neglect to report members. The methods 
oCwork do not seem to have been made clear to all, as the fol- 
lowing have been reported given to Foreign Missions : From 
Chippewa Presbytery, $25.00; Winnebago, $91.43; Milwau- 
kee, $316.30; making a total of $432.73, which not having 
passed through the hands of our Presbyterial Treasurers, can- 
not be reported among our contributions. This sum includes 
$68.00 raised by a Young Ladies' Society, in a special enter- 
tainment, dime offerings made by Sunday Schools, special 
gifts to missionaries, and other objects. 

These figures show an advance over last year's gifls, 
although the cry of "hard times" rings along the lines of 
secretaries' reports. We note also, a large increase in the 
number of magazines taken, which gives promise of future 
success. 

Many of our societies have held " Praise Meetings," where 
sacred offerings have, been brought from grateful hearts in 
acknowledgement of special blessings. One Secretary says: 
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** Many a prayer has gone with these * Thank Offerings * 
that the money may be sent to the right place." Another 
writes, "We consider our Annual Praise Meeting one of the 
most interesting features of our mission work. We give 
out topics on " Praise." We enlist our best singers. Songs 
of praise, with selected anthems are so well rendered, that 
music loving people come to hear the singing. Responsr 
ive reading, with prayers, papers, and the collection of Thank 
Offenngs, with reading of texts are interspersed, making our 
meetings so attractive that they are looked forward to with 
glad anticipation by even the most indifferent." 

The work among our young people has been very en- 
couraging all through the year, new methods being reported. 
One Young Ladies' Society send out mite boxes, which are 
generally distributed among their friends and acquaintances^ 
and returns made every six months. 

Another society gave a very novel and delightful Japanese 
entertainment, which yielded a large harvest for their treasury. 
Working meetings have been called, and as each member 
could procure rags, all were asked to bring a bundle of 
rags for making a carpet, which were cut and prepared for 
the weaver. The completed work made a pretty rag carpet, 
which was sent to Miss Dougherty, of the Round Lake 
Mission. Every thread carried by that weaver's shuttle was- 
laden with the precious incense of the ^ love of those 
workers for Jesus and his cause. 

Other societies report the preparation of boxes, containing 
pictures, and a variety of useful articles, as sent to the Misses 
Dougherty of Round Lake, Wisconsin, for their work among 
the Indians. 

If ever we are tempted to be discouraged, we turn with 
kindling eyes and renewed hope to those brave young hearts 
and busy hands among us, then thank God, and take cour- 
age. May the dear Lord ever be with, and bless, our young 
workers. 

Our missionaries Miss Rebecca McClure Brown of Sidon, 
Syria; Miss Susie Dougherty, who is under the care of our 
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Synod, and Mrs. Bird of Abeich, Syria, have been tenderly 
remembered at the monthly meetings of our societies. 

That heavenly ladder, whose top reaches to heaven, has 
found many an earthly resting-place at these monthly meet- 
ings, and the ministering presence of heavenly messengers 
has been felt by the workers gathered there. 

The synodical meeting this year was held at Calvary 
Church, Milwaukee. A company of eager, earnest faces 
were assembled to greet with every manifestation of delight 
and interest, our beloved president, Mrs. Douglass, and her 
associates, Mrs. Laflin and Mrs. Humphrey. 

The wonderful words of wisdom and instruction that 
fell from consecrated lips that day have penetrated every 
corner of Wisconsin, and the future alone can tell what may 
be the results of the blessed seed sowing among those who 
received the heavenly benediction that came with that sacred 
day's work. • 

And now, as the records of another year pass on to join 
those that have gone before, let us confidently press forward, 
trusting our future in our Heavenly Father's hands, whose 
loving care has proved so faithful in the past, and who has 
promised " I will never leave thee nor forsake thee." 
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THE OPEN DOOR FOR WOMEN.

In the wondrous vision granted to the beloved disciple, on 
the lonely isle of Patmos, he is charged to write this message 
from the glorious Son of Man in the midst of the seven golden 
candlesticks, to the faithful church at Philadelphia, " Behold 
I set before thee an open door," as a thought of encourage- 
ment and also an incentive to duty ; and the same glorious one 
said also, ''He that hath an ear let him hear what the Spirit 
saith unto the churches," and may not we, the christian 
women of this present time, hear the voice of the glorified one, 
giving by the Spirit to our hearts, the same grand message, 
"Behold I set before you an open door," and for the same 
reason that it was given to his chosen church of old, as a 
thought of cheer, and urging to duty. 

Do you ask, what is this door that stands so wide for us to 
enter, I answer, the door of Christian effort in behalf of others, 
and particularly of those to whom has not been granted the 
same glorious privileges which we enjoy. 

This great door when once we have entered it, opens to 
very many avenues, sometimes seeming to run in different 
directions, but all tending to the same great end, the glory of 
God, and the good of mankind, all illumined by the same 
great light, "the light of the knowledge of the glory of God, 
in the face of Jesus Christ." Never before in the history of 
the world has there been such an opening of avenues of use- 
fulness to the women of the church ; never before have they 
been permitted, as now, to feel that they are active workers 
in the vineyard of the Lord. Not that I would for one 
moment disparage the labors of the devoted workers of other 
days, the faithful mothers and sisters of the Christian church, 
who have proved their devotion to the cause, in a thousand 
ways, even to laying down their lives; but hitherto the Lord 
has led them mostly "in the green pastures and by the still 
waters" of quiet usefulness, and their sphere has been in a 
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measure circumscribed ; but now, a new way seems to have 
been opened to them, and the Savior bids them to enter, and 
enjoy the blessed privilege of becoming " fellow laborers," 
with the saints, and with Christ himself, in bringing all the 
world to the "knowledge of the glorious gospel of the Son of 
God." 

Are we heeding the call, oh, njy sisters, and striving to 
enter in? 

In a letter to the Corinthians, the apostle Paul writes: A 
great door and effectual, is opened unto me," but "there are 
many adversaries," and such we find to be the case in regard 
to the one of which I speak. Satan is of course always ready 
to withstand every effort to weaken his power, and he places 
in the way, many hindrances, which often prove to be very 
powerful adversaries. Let us look at some of these, and see 
if we can find any means by which they can be overcome ; and 
the first I would mention, is ignorance. 

It seems strange to charge the intelligent Christian women 
of to-day with being prevented from accomplishing the good 
they would otherwise do by such an adversary, for of all times, 
the present is one when books and papers, study and science, 
are giving our women information on every subject, and 
bringing to them the thoughts and researches of the very best 
minds of this and other ages, and a knowledge of the whole 
world; yet who of us that have ever undertaken the task of 
striving to interest some of our sisters in the work that lay so 
near our own hearts, (the work of missions) but have been 
astonished at the ignorance manifested in regard to the condi- 
tion of the heathen world, of their needs and of what was 
being accomplished by Christian effort. Surely, if all the 
women of our churches could be only taught and realize that 
the same gospel which has proved its power to beautify and 
bless their lives is equally efficacious in blessing and beautify- 
ing the lives of their heathen sisters; could they but know 
the sadness and darkness of their lot, and the wonderful 
change produced by the light that streams from the cross of 
Christ; could they but learn of the wonders that have been 
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wrought through the efforts of those devoted men and 
women who " have counted not their lives dear unto them- 
selves " so they might win souls for Christ, and above all 
could they but hear their pitiful cries for help, for light, for 
teachers, which come to us each month, through the printed 
page, they could not longer be unmoved ; therefore, I suggest 
as the most effectual means of vanquishing this foe, the dis* 
semination of good missionary literature, of which at present 
so much is to be obtained, and by striving to teach the chil- 
dren the importance of the work. Would it not be well that 
in each society a committee should be appointed to visit every 
lady of the church and endeavor to persuade her to take and 
promise to read one of the church missionary magazines. 
Let us also see to it that in every church mission bands are 
organized, where the children shall be taught of the hungry 
souls that are starving for the bread of life, of the efforts 
being made to send it to them, and of the part they are called 
upon to take in the blessed work. Surely, by the time 
another generation comes to take our places this adversary 
will cease to oppose. 

A second foe, and one closely allied to the first, is 
prejudice; indeed, 1 think they are always found to- 
gether. Some of you have suffered sorely from his darts 
when you have gone to some Christian friend to whom you 
have always looked for sympathy, and whose heart has 
seemed to beat responsive to your own, and with your feel- 
ings all aglow with interest in the cause you love so well, 
have striven to awaken an answering emotion, and rouse her 
to join with you in carrying forward this labor, so dear to the 
Savior's heart, have been met with that most foolish announce- 
ment, "I don't believe in foreign missions, I do not think they 
really accomplish any good ; the outlay is so great as com- 
pared with the results, and there are so many needing help at 
home," etc. You have all heard just such remarks, and know 
how like the touch of icy fingers they have fallen upon your 
heart. This foe is harder to overcome than even the foe of 
ignorance, for we all know how hard it is to cure the blind- 
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ness of those who will not see, and I know of no other weap- 
ons wherewith to meet him than those suggested for the first, 
for I feel well assured that when ignorance is overcome, 
prejudice will flee away. 

A third adversary, and one that sorely tries the heart of 
the earnest, faithful laborer, is indifference. Oh ! the lack of 
interest in the mass of womeh of our churches ; can nothing 
be done to overcome it.'* Could they but feel that the prophet's 
call, "Rise up, ye women that are at ease, hear my voice, ye 
careless daughters," was meant for them, they would arouse 
and come to help us in this work. Well will it be for them if 
they awaken before the time comes when the prophet's want' 
ing applies to them, " Tremble, ye women that are at ease, 
be troubled, ye careless ones," for all the evils that shall come 
upon them; and w^^', because ** they have made empty the 
soul of the hungry, and caused the drink of the thirsty to fail." 
Let them fear lest the curse pronounced upon Meroz fall upon 
them, *' because they came not to the help of the Lord, to the 
help of the Lord against the mighty." As the best weapon 
against this adversary I would reccommend the careful study 
of the 32d chapter of Isaiah, and earnest prayer that, ere long, 
all our Christian sisters may be able to realize in their own 
experiences the blessedness promised to those '* who so,w be- 
side all waters," and let our constant effort to awaken others 
to their duty accompany the prayer. Let a committee be 
appointed each year to visit every lad}' in the church and urge 
her to join the society and attend the regular meetings, and 
then give them something to do in helping to sustain the 
meeting, some question to answer, some point on which they 
are requested to furnish information, or to join in the bible 
reading, and if you can only succeed in making them willing 
to lead in prayer, you may be sure yon have won them, for 
when we begin to pray and work for any object we shall never 
lack for interest. I would also suggest that we join the two 
branches, the home and foreign work, and let our fingers be 
employed each meeting in our work for the home box, while 
we read or talk together ot the toreign field appointed. 
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There are a host of other opposers that stand ready to bar our 
onward progress, such as worldliness, pride, too great absorption 
in home duties, etc., on which we have not time to dwell. I 
will only call your particular attention to one more foe, and 
that I hardly know how to name ; covetousness is not quite 
right, avarice is not exactly correct, neither would it seem 
quite kind to call it dishonesty, but it seems to be a lack of 
appreciation of what rightfully belongs to God. We all 
acknowledge, in theory^ that all we have and are comes from 
Him, that all our possessions are but lent to us, and to be used 
for His glory, but we really forget that they are only loaned 
and that there is interest due. For the many, many rich gifts 
He is constantly bestowing upon us we have nothing to give in 
return but the loving devotion of our lives, our heart's best 
affection and gratitude ; but for what He lends us our worldly 
goods, He charges interest, and He himself has established the 
rate. Both under the old and new dispensation the sum 
claimed is ten per cent, for in the time of Moses God com- 
manded him to say to his people, All the tithe of the land, 
whether of the seed of the land , or of the fruit of the tree is 
the Lord's it is holy unto the Lord ; and Christ himself, in 
speaking of the tithing of every thing says, * this ought ye 
to have done." It was practiced by the early Christians, only 
they gave much more than the tenth, and it ought to be made 
the rule of the whole Christian church. When once all the 
Christian men and women of the world are educated to the 
payment of this just debt, then will the work of the Lord be ac- 
complished, for I believe the words spoken through the prophet, 
Malachi, meant just literally what they said, " Bring ye all 
the tithes into the storehouse of the Lord, and prove me now 
herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, if I will not open the win- 
dows of heaven and pour you out a blessing that there shall 
not be room enough to receive it;" and that they were not 
meant for the Jews alone, but for us. for Peter calls it the 
"sure word of prophecy," whereunto ye do well that ye take 
heed, and adds, ''that no prophecy of the Scripture is of any 
private interpretation." Can we not overcome this adversary, 
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my sisters, by resolving that for ourselves, and so far as we 
can influence others, we will pay this just debt, and I am sure 
we shall find the promise of God is fulfilled to our own souls, 
and that Hterally all other needful things shall be added unto 
us. 

It may be asked, what are the avenues to which this 
open door gives access? I will mention but two of them) 
or rather one of them with its two great branches, the work 
given to the women in the home and foreign mission fields. 
The foreign mission work is no new one, indeed, it dates back 
to the time of the first great missionary. Our blessed Lord 
and Saviour, Jesus Christ, who left His honie in heaven to 
bring to a lost world a knowledge of a Father's love and a 
way of salvation through a Redeemer, and this has been 
true mission work ever since. Until quite recently the active 
work has been given almost exclusively to our brothers in the 
churches, but it was found that they were able to reach but a 
part of those who were " perishing for lack of knowledge." 
The low estimation in which women were held in heathen 
lands, and the extreme seclusion in which they were constantly 
kept, prevented their hearing the story of the cross, as no man 
might have access to teach them the way of salvation, but 
women might carry the news to women, and in the providence 
of God he opened the way that they might be permitted so to 
do, but, alas ! there were not funds in the treasury of the Lord 
sufificient for these necessary workers. Then the Lord of the 
vineyard called on the women of the Christian church to go 
or send laborers into His vineyard, and nobly have they 
responded. Many, many women have left their homes to 
teach these degraded ones in heathen lands, and many, many 
more are praying and saving, and denying themselves, to 
sustain those who have gone. It is only about 16 years since 
the first women's society was organized, that women might 
more eflfectually help women to a knowledge of the Savior, 
but already the work has grown to wonderful propor- 
tions. The first year the amount of money raised by them 
was a little over $7,000. 
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Since that time the amount each year has gone on steadily in- 
creasing,until last year it reached very nearly the sum of 225,000 
dollars, ($193,729) and this without in any way diminishing the 
amount usually given to the regular benevolent work of the 
church. The money given by the women of the Presbyterian 
church in the United States during these sixteen years, foots up to 
over $2,150,000. And what do these figures represent ? The 
entire support of more than 200 women missionaries, nearly 
200 native bible readers and teachers, and over 150 schools. 
Far more than this, they represent the prayers, and toils, and 
self denials of thousands of God's children in every walk of 
life and oh ! who can estimate the wealth of blessings to their 
own hearts for our God " is not slack concerning his promise," 
and Christ himself has said : " Give and it shall be given unto 
you, good measure, pressed down, and shaken together and 
running over." 

Oh my sisters ours is a grand work, and one that brings a 
rich reward. For the encouragement of his faithful ones, the 
Savior, when telling them of this open door, adds the words, 
'' and no man can shut it." We are sure also that when he 
opens the door, he will see to it that there shall be willing 
hearts to enter in, but shall we be of that number; shall the 
Master's work be carried on, and we not share in the blessing 
promised ? Oh ! when that last glad song of praise " to Him 
that has loved us, and redeemed us to God by His blood," 
goes up from all the millions, "out of every kindred and 
tongue and people and nation," shall our voice unite, shall we 
have no part in this grand chorus ? " The time is short " for 
He says, " Behold I come quickly." Oh ! let us "hold fast" 
that no one take our crown and let us conquer all that opposes 
through the help that comes from prayer, and faithfully follow- 
ing our heavenly leader, and then shall we be of the blessed 
number of those " who do his commandments, and have a 
right to the tree of life, and may enter in through the gates 
into the city." 
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MISSIONARY ENTHUSIASM.

What is it? What is enthusiasm in other matters? 

How often do you meet ladies who are enthusiastic over a 
trip to Europe. It is their constant subject for planning and 
preparation, and topic of conversation for weeks before their 
departure and for months, even years after their return. 
How many people who attended the Centennial or the 
New Orleans Exposition, were filled with the thought of what 
they had seen, and gave glowing descriptions to every one 
they met, on their return. A trip to the Yosemite or to the 
White Mountains, a summer at Mackinac or at Chautauqua 
afford subjects of enthusiastic praise from those who are in- 
terested in them. 

The ceramic art has its ardent devotees among the ladies. 
There has been for a few years, a wide-spread craze for all 
manner of art decorations, with the brush as well as with the 
needle. 

I have known ladies who could rarely find it convenient 
to attend a missionary meetings no matter what the attrac- 
tions promised, yet they would allow nothing, (except a 
funeral,) to interfere with their engagements to attend the 
embroidery or painting classes. 

Their hearts were in that work. They were interested, 
enthusiastic. Oh, we all recognize enthusiasm when we see 
it. It needs no definition. No one thinks of calling these 
people fanatics or hobbyists. Those expressive terms are 
reserved for those who show some degree of enthusiasm, for 
temperance, for the spread of the gospel, and for a Christian 
life that is hid with Christ and is not conformed to this world* 

I believe there are actually Christian women — fearful 
souls — who dare not allow themselves to be led into much 
enthusiasm in missions or any other religious enterprise for 
fear of adverse criticism. 
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Well, I know what that is. I have seen the elevated eye- 
brows, the quizzical look, and have heard such remarks as: 
"Yes, she is a good woman, but is a litrle peculiar^ has not 
equipoise, is not well balanced, has not the quiet views and 
manner that characterize the real lady you know." "She is, 
in fanatic, a hobbyist on the subject of missions, "I hope I 
shall never be thrown off my balance in that way." 

Well, is it better that dress or embroidery, or dinner 
parties be a hobby with you ? Is it more intelligent, more 
ladylike ? 

But some one says : "I am not afraid of what people will 
say, but I have no taste for missions." Haven't you? There 
are many good things for which the natural man does not 
have a natural taste. 

Some people do not have a natural taste for tomatoes and 
oysters, but they see other people enjoying them, and by try- 
ing, they succeed in cultivating a. taste for them. Most 
people do not have a natural taste for unselfishness^ in them- 
selves, however much they admire it in others; but unselfish- 
ness is desirable and can be cultivated. Any one who has 
been born again, can cultivate a taste for missions, an interest 
in the spread of the gospel and the conversion of the world, 
just as you can for any of the peaceable fruits of righteousness. 

Your spirit can, by the aid of the Holy Spirit, be brought 
into harmony with Christ's spirit, on this as on all other 
subjects. Oh, Christian sister, put yourself into God's hands, 
to be used by and Jbr Him, as He wills, without any reserve, 
and you will lead a useful, successful, happy life, even though 
you should become possessed with missionary enthusiasm. 

How would you attain this enthusiasm, or a larger degree 
of it. 

These are some of the means I have seen successfully tried : 

1st, Prayer; 2d, information; 3d, giving of time talents,- 
influence and means; 4th, prayer. I did not make a mistake 
when I put prayer first, and last, for that is the great lever^ 
We cannot even stir our own hearts and warm them into zeal, 
or control our own emotions. We must have the aid of the 
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Holy Spirit, so let us ask Him in all sincerity to stir our 
hearts and lift them to a higher plane on this subject. Let us 
beware lest we ask for what we do not sincerely want. 
A thoughtless boy pulls a doorbell and then runs away 
because he has no real errand. Are not our prayers often like 
that ? Do we not often pull the doorbell and run lest God 
will come and tell us of something to do ? Let us wait for 
the answer. 

Are you sure that you are not afraid to pray to Him to 
make you an earnest worker for fear He may actually answer 
your prayer ? Pray then, that the Holy Spirit may not only 
show you what to do, but that He may give you courage and 
willingness to do it. Pray, not only in secret, but in the meet- 
ing. Let no woman say she cannot do this. Certainly, what 
we can say to God, we need not be ashamed or afraid to say 
before anyone else. 

I think that prayer should be simple, without especial 
attempt at edifiying people. Suppose our children were to 
ask favors of us for the sake of edifying the people who 
happened to be present rather than for the thing requested, 
how rediculously affected they would appear. It was once 
said of a minister, that he, on a certain occasion, offered the * 
finest prayer that had ever been offered to a Boston audience. 

Some people are gifted in conversation ; shall we always be 
silent then because we cannot speak in the same manner } or, 
shall we let pride keep us from praying in the presence of 
others because we cannot pray in a beautiful manner ? 

Cooperative prayer is a wonderful help out of selfishness, a 
power to bring us into sympathy with the subject and with 
each other. When we are talking with God about His work 
in the world, we are lifted up on a higher plane, and have 
something like His view of the things of this world. 
. But prayer with folded hands will not avail. We must 
work also. But to work intelligently we should be informed 
in regard to the progress of the Gospel in all lands. In this 
truly missionary age, books, papers and magazines abound. 
No one need plead ignorance, for lack of obtainable literature 
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Books of travel, books from a missionary standpoint, of 
every country in the world, where there is, or ought to be 
missions, may be had, and they are interesting too, — quite as 
fascinating as novels are to some readers. 

How many of you read a book a month ? Suppose you 
just try for one year to read a book a month on missions. 
Say, begin in May, with "Siam and Laos," by our mission- 
aries; in June, read one of the many interesting books on 
Africa; in July, one of the books on Alaska, written by our 
missionaries, or a volume on the North American Indians; 
in August, the Chinese in* the United States, by Dr. Spear; 
in September, The Mikado's Empire, by Griffiths, or, Un- 
beaten tracks in Japan, by Miss Bird ; in October, Mr. Bassett's 
new book on Persia, entitled. The Land of the Imaums; in 
November, Brazil and the Brazilians, by Fletcher and Kidder; 
in December, Bible Work in Bible Lands, by Mr. Bird; in 
January, Around the World Tour of Missions, by Bainbridge; 
in February, China and the Chinese, by Dr. Nevins; in 
March, Mexico, Our Next Door Neighbor, by Bishop Haven; 
in April, The Land of the Veda, by Dr. Butler, or the new 
book pn India, by our Presbyterian Missionaries. If you have 
read any or all of these substitute others. 

If you have never tried this plan before and will try it 
now, at the close of the year, you will be surprised at your 
outlook over the world, and you will be charmed with the 
acquaintance you have made with your brothers and sisters 
over the face of the earth. Saddened, you will be, as you 
read of their moral degredation, and physical, as well as spir- 
itual needs; but you will be delighted to learn that in each 
of these lands the bible and teacher have gone, and there are 
scattered here and there centres of gospel light. 

You will turn with new zest to our missionary magazines 
ro see just what part our own church is taking in the evan- 
gelization of these people. You will have a new measure 
for the contents of your mite box and for your contributions. 
They will seem both heavier and lighter. Heavier, because 
you have begun to realize how far-reaching is the influence 
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of every dime and dollar that is invested in the mission 
enterprise. The Lord gives a large rate of interest on money 
invested in the spread of His word. 

They will seem light, because, as you become more inter- 
ested in the mission fields other things that you had deemed 
so important and necessary to your happiness, and that cost so 
much money, will look insignificant to you in comparison; 
and the amount you have previously given will seem out of 
proportion to what you spend on yourself or your friends. 

Then our foreign missionary magazines ought to be read by 
every woman in the Presbyterian church. They contain the 
latest news from the ends of the earth ; letters from our sub- 
stitutes who are enduring privations and standing in our 
places in the battles in the enemy's country ; reports from our 
stewards who give good account of the increase on our invest- 
ments; tender appeals from dear brothers and sisters who are 
our co-laborers in the field; all these we should read as 
eagerly as we do letters from dear friends or letters of 
business. 

We shall not lack for current information if we can read 
also the magazines of other denominations, exchanging, if 
need be, our magazines with our neighbors. 

I enjoy very much an occasional reading of Life and 
Light, Helping Hand and Heathen Woman's Friend, and I 
find the Gospel in all Lands invaluable. 

Our religious newspapers have columns devoted to home 
and foreign missions. Most entertaining tracts and stories 
are written and printed at low cost. 

I think that every auxiliary society should have, at least, a 
small library of missionary books, and should see to it that the 
Sabbath School Library contains a number ot missionary 
books, for there they will be read by the young people. I 
find it a good plan to own missionary books and lend them 
freely. I think that each society ought to appoint some ener- 
getic lady or ladies who will canvass the whole church for 
subscriptions for Woman's Work ; and then, besides, let each 
member recommend it to her friends. 
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*' Oh," I hear you say, " when could I ever get time to 
read the half of what you have recommended ? I take one 
magazine now, and cannot get time to read it." How about 
the daily paper ; do you get time to read it ? Do you read 
anything? What do you read? How many novels and story- 
books do you read during the year? What is the character of 
the books that you read from the Public Library ? 

People generally find time to do what they want to do 
very much; and that brings me to the next p^rt of the topic; 
giving, giving of time. Time put into missionary information 
and effort is a good investment. It helps yourself wonder- 
fully. Indeed, a three or four year's course, of study of foreign 
lands through books and current literature is quite a liberal 
education in itself. It gives one a broad outlook; it widens 
one's ideas of 'duty and privilege. If such study is pursued 
with an honest search after truth, it will open one's eyes to 
behold wondrous things in the dealings of God with the 
children of men. 

It will increase your usefulness. 

No time to read! 

How much time do you spend in less useful ways? How 
many tucks and ruffles did you put in Susie's muslin dress? 
How long did it take you to embroider that beautiful skirt 
for Nellie? How many weeks did you spend over that lam- 
brequin, or able scarf, or Miss Hattie's dress that is so elab- 
orately trimmed with rick-rack? 

You ask: "Are we to have nothing that is beautiful in our 
homes or in clothing? Yes, a reasonable amount of it; but I 
have been in the homes of some of my friends where I was 
reminded of a bazaar or a furniture store rather than tastily 
arranged parlors. 

I have seen little girls and misses, who had become so 
accustomed to elaborately trimmed clothing, that on no ac- 
count could they be persuaded cheerfully to wear a plain 
dress at home, which is not a happy education for .any child. 

I greatly admire beautiful, dainty things, though I have 
no leisure to make them. I buy what 1 do have at mission- 
ary bazaars. 
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Is your house a sort of thoroughfare for comers and goers, 
and so you get little time to yourself for reading or anything 
else? Then I know how to sympathize with you. But did 
you ever try to entertain your neighborly caller, who just 
runs in three or four times a week, — informally, in the fore- 
noon or at any time, not to hinder you, you know, — by read- 
ing to her or asking her to read aloud, an article or two in 
Woman's Work, or a late letter from a missionary, thereby 
turning the time, for both of you, to good account ? 

How many of you over-worked mothers could really 
afford to hire some of your housework or sewing done, there- 
by giving employment to some needy persons and giving 
yourselves much needed rest and an opportunity to read some- 
thing that will lift you up, out of your daily routine of work 
and worry, making you more cheerful and refreshed for your 
real home duties. Would it not be economy to do it? Would 
not your home be the pleasanter for it, even if you did not 
buy the new furniture or had to wait another year for the 
new parlor carpet? 

I sometimes fear that many mothers do not find time to 
read their Bible and talk alone with Jesus every day, and 
thus miss a great comfort and help. Some way I find that 
time spent in talking with God or in reading His Word is 
never time lost. Neither is the time \v||sted in reading the 
Acts of the Apostles of the present day. 

Talents I Time, talents, influence and means! That is 
what you promised to give to God when you publicly pro- 
fessed His name. With too many that seems to mean, as to 
time, two or three hours on Sabbath at church service, and 
possibly one hour during the week at prayer-meeting, money 
enough to rent a well-located pew and an occasional contri- 
bution to real benevolence, when their generous feelings have 
been wrought up to the right pitch by some earnest appeal, 
the talents and influence being entirely left out of the account. 
But God does not forget the promise, nor the talents and 
influence. 

What is your talent ? In what do you excel ? 
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Martha served. That was her talent, and a very useful 
one it is. Is it yours? 

You will find abundant opportunity to use it for church 
and mission work. Are your fingers deft with the needle ? 
Can you not use them for missionary boxes and outfits, or 
from the proceeds of your work send your very own money 
to the board ? 

Do you draw dainty sketches or paint beautiful pictures, 
or are you an adept in embroidery? Can you not turn the 
fruits of your art into " glad tidings " for them that sit in 
darkness and in the shadow of death? A talent for drawing 
maps and pictures is of great value to a missionary meeting. 
Ability to write or speak should, of course, contribute its 
share to this cause. 

Not one of us but has the ability to write a note of invi- 
tation to a friend to attend the missionary meeting. 

Talent to flan. Almost every woman has that. Can 
you plan a new spring wardrobe? Yes, one for each one of 
a family of ten, if need be. 

Can you plan the furnishing of your parlor, a birthday 
party for Willie or Katie, a fourteen course dinner,^ or any 
other pet scheme? Oh, yes. Suppose you put some of your 
genius for planning into the carrying on pf God*s favorite 
scheme^ the redemjJtion of the whole world, and so begin to 
redeem a part of your promise to Him. Put your study into 
mission work as you do into Jancy work, or music, or dinner 
parties, and enthusiasm will come. 

Influence, "Oh, well," some one says, "that does not 
apply to me; I have no influence, or scarcely any." 

HavenH you ? Who was the lady who went out shopping 
with Mrs. B. and persuaded her to purchase her cloak at 
Mr. C.'s store, because she assured her that she could buy 
cheaper than at Mr. D.'s establishment? Who was it that 
induced the Smith's to go with her to the Opera House to 
hear Mr. A., even though it was prayer-meeting night? 
What young lady was it who induced several of her friends to 
join the Chautauqua Circle? Who persuaded the young peo- 
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pie to gro to the pleasant picnic you had last summer ? Ohy it 
was only a few ladies who had a little influence, and who had 
these several schemes on their minds until they were accom- 
plished. 

Won't you have this Gospel scheme on your mind and try 
to influence every acquaintance you meet to read about 
missions, to attend missionary meetings, to gpve of their means 
to do "whatsoever their hands find to do ?" 

Means, All should give somethings should give propor- 
tionately and cheerfully. The Bible rules are explicit enough. 
God's command to the Isralites was that every one should 
give something, and that each family should render back to 
God a tenth of their annual income — not profits^ but income^ 
besides the special g\ft'&. The New Testament rule is similar. 
Let every one lay by on the first day of the week according 
as God has prospered him. Both rules imply systematic, as 
well as proportionate giving 

If these rules were but followed now by the church, there 
would be no lack in the Lord's treasury. I believe in giving 
at least a tenth of one's income. There are many advantages 
in this plan. You are sure of giving ; you know how much 
you give; and^ as a rule, you give more intelligently on prin- 
ciple than from emotion. 

If a tenth or other proportion is regularly set aside for the 
Lord's work, you do not then have to be wrought up to a 
pitch of enthusiasm once in so often to force you to give 
something. 

You set about giving the Lord's tenth in the most judicious 
manner, just as you would plan for your own business. Some 
wealthy Christians, who boast that they give a great deal 
more than a tenth, and treat the subject of proportionate 
giving with fine scorn, if they could be induced to heep 
account of their income and their gifts^ might be greatly 
astonished to find that they fell far short of the tenth, and that 
many poorer men gave more than they, but who tithed their 
smaller incomes. 

If you give something that you have earned by your own 
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handiwork, or that you have saved by personal sacrifice, you 
will know the joy of giving. Could you not feel just as warm 
and happy in a $25.00 cloak, when you could have paid 
$50.00, but that you chose to give the difference to missions ? 
How much do you spend on yourself each year, anyway ? 
From $50 to $1000 ? How much do you give each year to 
Missions? From 25 cents to $5.00 ? How much do you 
spend at Christmas in presents to your friends ? Is not Jesus 
one of your friends ? How much do you give to Him at that 
time ? What does Christmas mean anyway ? What does it 
suggest to you ? Why do we celebrate it ? Can you afford 
not to give ? 

A boat makes the best headway up stream when propelled 
evenly by both oars. Our two oars are giving and praying, 
and those who pray earnestly are apt to give liberally. Says 
one writer : " Imagine John Knox, praying with great 
fervor : ' Give me Scotland or I die,' then fumbling around 
in his vest pocket for his smaller coin to put into Home Mis- 
sion collection. Or, imagine a lady earnestly pouring out her 
soul in prayer to God for the Mission in which her society is 
interested, and next day buying a spring suit with bonnet and 
gloves to match everything costly, complete, and she has just 
twenty-five cents left for her quarterly or even annual contri- 
bution to the treasury of her Missionary society." This brings 
me to the last part of my subject, prayer; prayer for the con- 
version of the heathen. Is it of avail ? Does God hear and 
answer ? You have but to read of the progress of Missions 
to prove that He does. Behold Livingstone lost in the heart 
of Africa, praying for that land. 

He saw little light, little evidence that his prayers would 
be answered ; still he prayed on. See him on his knees in 
death, his spirit going up to God with his last prayer for 
Africa. Poor, lone man ; he had done all he could and asked 
God to do the rest. Was not that grand enthusiasm ? Was 
it not the rest of faith also ? 

Why did James Gordon Bennet send Stanley into the 
wilds of Africa ? "To find Livingstone," you say. 
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Who do you think prompted him to do this, and why? 
Had not God begun to answer Livingstone's prayers even 
while he was yet alive? Was not Stanley sent to Africa that 
he, himself might become interested in that "Dark Continent," 
and that he might do just what he has dpne, to prepare the 
way for the Gospel by opening it up to commerce and civili- 
zation ? 

Who put it into the heart of Mr. Arlington of Leeds, (Eng.) 
to give $25,000, each to the Uganda, the Tanganyika and the 
Congo missions. Who put it into the heart of the king of 
Belgium to do so much for Africa? Who ever heard before 
of a monarch being largely instrumental in establishing a 
republic, like the Congo Free State? Who sent Bishop Taylor 
with that wonderful self-denying, sell-supporting band of mis- 
sionaries to South Africa ? What means the work of all the 
various Missionary Boards at work in Africa, if not that 
Livingstone's telegram to heaven is being answered ? 

Yes, God answers prayer. 

Our missionaries depend largely on prayer. They are 
always pleading with us to pray for them and their work. 
The history of their work is full of answers to prayer. It 
was Jesus himself who taught us to pray, " Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done on earth as it is in heaven." 

May I add that I think our societies ought to set apart one 
day or at least one-half a day during the week of prayer, for 
special prayer and appropriate exercises, appointing a different 
leader for each hour. I wish, also, that we might petition the 
Committee who have in charge the program for the week of 
prayer, to give at least one night for Foreign Missions earlier 
in the week, not leaving that topic for Saturday night, when 
few will be present or the meeting omitted altogether. 

Before closing I wish to speak of enthusiasm in the 
monthly missionary meeting, and would call your attention 
to the following outline :

The program should be thoroughly prepared. The same 
amount of interest and application that is put into our worldly 
affairs, will enable us to provide a good and entertaining pro- 
gram. People will attend a meeting where they feel sure they 
will hear something worth hearings or if they have something 
to do, if it is only to read a text or an answer to a question. 
Witness how many ladies will come out to the annual society 
meeting ? Why ? Because it has been announced that their 
Pastor is to address the meeting and they expect to hear some- 
thing interesting. They should be led to expect something 
interesting at every meeting. Give each one something to do 

Give to new members who do not know just where to 
look for items of interest, special things to do. I fear that 
those of us who have studied missions and have attended the 
meetings for years, are apt to lose sight of the fact that there 
are, or ought to be continually coming in, new members who 
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do not have our outlook, who must have the work and the 
stations made plain, since they are beginners, and our glib talk 
about Missionaries and stations is all Greek to them. We take 
too much for granted in regard to the information of those 
who attend our meetings. Let us now consider a few points 
for the program. 

Appropriate scriptures and hymns should be selected be- 
forehand. The topic should also be given out beforehand, 
either in questions and answers, or in sub-divisions, in a way 
to employ as many persons as possible. The songs should be 
spiritual, inspiring, not too high, not painfully "dragging their 
slow length along," but a kind that will give you an uplift. 
Sing short songs and often, or a few stanzas at a time. Have 
occasional solos and duetts; that will bring in your good 
singers. 

Use all the talent you have. 

Scripture promises are abundant that are appropriate to 
us to our missionaries and in regard to the heathen. 

Prayer. Have short prayers, for special objects; not for 
everything. Better many short prayers from the heart, than 
one long prayer that embraces everything. Those of you 
who pray often, have a care that your prayer is not so compre- 
hensive that others may feel there is nothing left for them to 
ask for. I think there should not be less than half a dozen 
prayers at each meeting. Let your leader feel sure that she 
can always depend upon you to pray. 

Begin promptly and no one will count on delay. Let the 
business be brief. Let not time be wasted in profitless dis- 
cussion of unimportant matters. 

Questions. I like the plan of the topic taken up in from 
30 to 60 brief questions and answers, given out beforehand. 
I think it is profitable to give a few minutes to hearing 
and answering general questions from the members, oral or 
written, on missions in general. 

^uiet. " Let everything be done decently and in order." 
Presbyterian fashion. It is annoying to have persons whis- 
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pering or making any confusion or interruption during the 
program, and it is not in good taste. 

^uit promptly at the appointed time. But when is the 
appointed time ? Most of you will reply, "one hour." Well, 
in my opinion,^one hour is too long for a dull meeting and not 
long enough for a good meeting. Say one hour and a quarter. 
You will sit that long at an elaborate dinner and never think 
ofweariness;or twice as long at a concert or lecture, maybe. 

Perquisites, Now I am sure you are thinking that word 
refers alone to money, to fees, and is not properly used here; 
nevertheless, I have chosen to use it, to describe the extras, 
outside of the regulation program. 

Take up a collection, of course, and thus make sure of 
enough money in your incidental fund to send a delegate 
from your society to the annual meeting of the board. 

A blackboard with statistics or names of our missionaries 
and their stations, is a help. 

Maps, Have the stations pointed out, the route of a mis- 
sion tour, a new railroad or telegraph line, stage lines, car- 
avan routes or an imaginary trip to some mission field. 

Large pictures^ if obtainable, add to the interest, and a 
collection of small pictures to be examined at the close of the 
meeting are easily obtained in books and magazines. 

Curios and photographs, or any objects of interest con- 
nected with the topics might be brought to the meeting by 
any who possess them. Letters from missionaries, or parts of 
them read or told, items of fresh missionary news, a recitation 
or a good short story well read^ each add interest to the meet- 
ings. I would have prayer and singing first and last and in the 
midst of the exercises. 

Last, but not least, much depends on the cordial 
greetings before and after the meetings. Make every one wel- 
come^ especially the strangers or those unaccustomed to attend. 
Be unselfish enough to deny yourselves the pleasure of your 
little after-meeting visits with your particular friends^ and 
make the strangers, those " not in your set, feel at home. 
Did you ever go on a boat ride or on an excursion, where 
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every one else was in the company of friends and you were 
an entire stranger to all ? I did once. I did not want to go 
again. How do you know but that is the way with some 
who come only once or twice to your meetings, and you 
wonder why they drop out, and you say : " How strange it is 
that they do not have more interest in missions^ Tou fail 
to see how strange it seemed to them that you are not inter- 
ested in any one except your particular friends. 

Paul, the great missionary, was ever greeting his fellow 
laborers. Let us emulate his example. Yea, more; let us 
imitate Him who did not hesitate to eat with publicans and 
sinners. 
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THE ONLY REDEEMER OF GOD'S ELECT. 

MRS. S. J. RHEA. 

Who is He? We ask first the oldest and greatest nation 
China. They say it is Confucius, 400,000,000 lips repeat and 
give it emphasis. It must be Confucius, the great Teacher, 
Philosopher and Moralist. His wise doctrines have molded 
the nation into a solid mass. No centrifugal force can send its 
particles flying off. China is one, the central, the celestial 
kingdom. Sufficient for itself, invaluable, unapproachable, 
wrapped up in scorn of foreign barbarians, their inventionsj 
learning and religion. 

But the centrifugal force asserts itself and is at work ! Dis- 
integration has begun. Chinamen are in Davenport, in 
Chicago! Sunday Schools are held for them. One there 
told me he had learned of Jeses, and loved him as his Savior. 
I saw them often at Mr. Moody's meetings, at Dr. Withrows 
first communion in the 3d church, a row of these brown 
skinned brethren stood up and were baptized in the Triune 
name and sat down to the Lord's table. So China's answer 
will not hold as to the Redeemer of God's elect — no, not even 
for China. It cannot be Confusius. 

We pass on to China's neighbors, Korea and Japan, They 
are disintegrating too. Hoary systems of idolatry are crumb- 
ling. The sands on which they built their house of hope are 
being swept away. Dr. Scudder is called from Chicago. A 
Japanese banker, himself a heathen, pledges $10,000 to sup- 
port a school, in which the Bible and the christian religion is 
to be taught in English. We cannot accept what they dis- 
card — we pass to India. 

Ah, here we have the answer, clear and strong, with gra- 
dations of tone, in caste, but the full octave in open chord in 
grand orchestra, 350,000,000 voices from India's coral strand 
where spicy breezes blow o'er Ceylons isle. It is Buddha, 
the one Buddha and Buddha's 30,000,000 manifestations! An 
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idolatry religion with 30,000,000 gods! An English poet, 
wise and learned, paints the picture of the amiable Buddha in 
all the colors of the rainbow and turns on all the light of 
Asia whatever that may be, Light of Asia^ and he adds his 
English voice to the 350,000,000 from many an ancient river, 
from many a palmy plain. It must be Buddha. But no, 
civilized nations in the light of the 19th century, diflferent from 
the light of Asia, have higher ambition than for divine ab- 
sorption and everlasting un moving, unfeeling nirvana and 
they cry out, "a thousand times no, not Buddha!" 

Turkey, Persia, Arabia and Egypt declare with an assur- 
ance that closes the ears to argument, and it is echoed by 
muezzins from every minaret, and every moslem war puts a 
period to the sentence with the point of the sword, " It is 
Mohammed, the prophet of God." But we know he is only 
the false prophet — we cannot accept his redemption. The 
world has grown since the conquest of the Saracens. You 
cannot turn it back to those dark ages any more than you can 
put Solomon's liberated genii into the bottle or crush an oak 
back into an acorn. 

To illustrate freedom in Turkey, my daughter and her 
husband, passing on to Persia, had a case of household goods 
detained in the Custom House in Constantinople, because it 
contained copies of the Memoir of Henry Martyn ! A ''bad " 
book ! 

We will not go for redemption to the aborigines of America? 
the Islands of the Sea or the Dark Continent^ to be entangled 
in the horrid rites and mysteries of devil worship and 
fetechism. The clanking chains of slavery sound tlirough the 
world. The path is paved with skulls. The palaces of nude 
kings are built on living bodies and cemented with human 
blood. Such thraldom appeals to man's profoundcst pity, and 
Jehovah hears in the fulness of time — and it is now — when 
Ethoipia stretches out black and bloody hands to God. 

A different darkness, but still a darkness that may be felt, 
shrouds other lands that have never, perhaps, been called dark, 
but are dark, without the Bible " cheered by no celestial ray" 
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— Papal Europe, Mexico and South America, where Christ's 
glories are covered by saintly and virgin intervention 

Study history and geography. You turn away from the 
papacy unsatisfied. It pulls down and deteriorates, does not 
build up and improve. It hides the truth rather than reveals 
it, and only the Truth shall make the world free. 

But where is it — this vital Truth ? Four great thoughts 
press down every human being — our inalienable inheritance. 
Sin, Hell, Probation, Eternity. They are not gentle words? 
or musical, or polite. Are they becoming obsolete ? We hear 
them less and less in pulpits and in conversation. But these 
words must be considered for ourselves and for all contempor- 
ary with us. In view then of Sin, Hell, Probation and 
Eternity we must go on with our quest. This stupendous 
mystery, this problem of the ages, must be solved. Who is the 
Redeemer of God's elect.? Can we know with infallible as- 
surance "worthy of all acceptation?'' Since Calvary, the 
curtain is rent, we go unrebuked into the holy of holies. 
Jehovah has revealed even to babes the question which all the 
worlds and all the ages could not answer without the Divine 
revelation. I ask a little girl in this church, " Maggie, who 
is the Redeemer of God's elect." 

Maggie — " The only Redeemer of God's elect is the Lord 
Jesus Christ, who being the eternal Son of God, became man, 
and so was, and continueth to be, God and man, in two 
distinct natures and one person forever." 

Sublime question ! Magnificent answer ! The answer is 
finer than the question, for it declares the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth, and hedges it in with a definition 
that defines the truth. The Redeemer and the only Redeemer. 
There is salvation in none other. None other name given. 
Dwell on the word '* elect." Is it exclusive? Soma pronounce 
it as if spelled with an **s" — select. The doctrine of election 
is a stumbling block to some. They feel the attractions of the 
cross, but resolutely resist them from fear of not being of the 
elect. Well, I think there is a limitation about the elect — an 
"if" — a fence, but in the fence, a gate. Bunyan calls it the 
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wicket gate at the head of the way. It is not put there so 
much to shut out as to let in. Do you notice what kind it lets 
in ? Only one kind — sinners. No man ever put his hands in 
bis ears and turned his back on the City of Destruction and 
his face toward the Celestial City, and went on, running and 
crying, ''life, life, eternal life," but he got in the wicket gate 
and was of the elect; " elect," because he was truly in and 
could never get out again. He was saved with an everlasting 
salvation. Of whom Christ says ** mine," not one shall ever 
be plucked out of his hands. The springs of that gate are very 
peculiar. They act like valves. Valves are contrivances that 
permit the passage of a fluid in one direction, but prevent it 
passing back in the other. Open to receive, closed to retain. 
Blessed Noah in the flood, shut \ in the ark by God and 
couldn't get out ! But what will open this wonderful gate } 
Nothing but a sinner's hand ; no hand but one with stains on 
it. No righteous person can get in, needn't try. He came 
not to call the righteous, but sinners. 

The more I look at that gate, the more it seems built to let 
the heathen in. They are athirst, sick, weary, heavy laden, 
sinners, prodigal. Do you say there is only wrath for them — 
they are to be destroyed, broken, dashed in pieces like a 
potter's vessel ? Read love between the lines. How does light 
destroy darkness? It pervades and illuminates it. The 
heathen are to be destroyed by the conquering Prince of Peace. 
History tells of the German Sigismund conqueror, that his 
enemies were subdued and turned into friends and allies. 
Christ is such a victor. Perhaps here are some who under- 
stand this mystery. They had to be broken before they would 
yield. David had to, and Paul, and John Bunyan and Ruther- 
ford, Madam Guyon and Mrs. Prentice. Then let him dash 
and break, and pluck out eyes and cut oflT right hands, so we 
do but get safely in I Christ makes reprisals from the kingdom 
of darkness and so builds up his own, changing enemies into 
friends. Through all probation time this is his special work 
and he delights in it. Nothing hinders his gracious purposes. 
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He converts Africaner, Kapolani, Newton, Moody, Murphy, 
Jerry McCauley ! 

I am so glad that He is the only Redeemer of God's elect 
and not another. Who else could be ? Napoleon, Ca&sar, 
Alexander, Washington, Lincoln, an angel, archangel, 
Gabriel, Michael, Raphael ? No, only Christ. I rejoice that 
it is He, and He alone, for two reasons. First, what is given 
to Him. Second, what He gives. What is given to Him 
would not be appropriate for another. No other could call it 
forth, such love, such devotion. When I hear what some 
women are doing for foreign missions I exult in knowing the 
costliness of their gifts, because they are for him. Keshub 
Chunder Sen declared in a passage of rare eloquence that his 
native India was a bright gem, not for England's crown. 
" No, India is for Christ and Christ alone. He shall have 
this bright gem for His crown." When I think of the wom- 
an's alabaster box of precious ointment, its sweetest fragrance 
is in the fact that it was for Him. Paul's life was a rare gift, 
all for Christ: and Carey's, Duff's, Livingston's Moffat's, 
Bushnell's, Bishop Hannington's. (Wonderful how many of 
the King's jewels are laid in the casket of Africa!) Precious 
the gifts of Harriet Newell, the Judsons, Fidelia Fisk, Mary 
Campbell. Mary Campbell said, " I give my youth because 
it is the best I have, I give it all to Christ," and such gifts, 
fresh and fragrant, of young lives consecrated and cultured, are 
being offered still. He is worthy. They love to give and He 
loves to receive. 

But what does the Redeemer of God's elect give back ? 

Redemption implies a price. He paid it. How much, 
we cannot tell. Arithmetic fails; it gives long columns of 
figures, but not long enough to express such a value as that. 
It calculates the eons of the stars, but not the years of our 
Redeemer's love from eternity to eternity ; and He is giving 
all the time, sweet, tender, loving sympathy, for we have not 
an high priest which cannot be touched with a feeling of our 
infirmities. Don't you love to think of Him so, this only 
Redeemer of God's elect; is He not unspeakably precious 
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because He has so much to give ? His patient, loving, tender 
kindness is the joy and marvel of our hearts. 

I have lately heard this story : A gentleman of wealth 
and benevolence traveling in Europe, became interested in 
schools for the improvement of imbecile and idiot children. 
He studied their methods thoroughly, and returning to this 
country he started such an institution, and advertised for the 
very worst and most hopeless cases to be sent to his care. 
There came a child in answer to this strange invitation, a boy 
five or six years old, who had never walked or spoken, or vol- 
untarily moved a single muscle or made any sign of feeling 
or intelligence. The case was hopeless, a mind so inaccessi- 
ble must be forever dormant or extinct, and it was waste ot 
effort to try to reach it or affect it. But this loving benefac- 
tor would spend all his energies of skill and strength and 
love to benefit the poor unfortunate. He lavished on him 
every kindness, and for six months would lie down close to 
the boy's side every day for several hours. For the improve- 
ment of the time he would read aloud. There was no 
response whatever. One day, feeling very weary, he omitted 
to read. The child was very much affected, grew uneasy and 
restless, as if missing something. The gentleman noticed a 
great effort, and putting his mouth near the boy's hand, the 
fingers were placed upon his lips, as much as to say that he 
wished he would make that sound again. The gentleman 
felt that this act was the beginning of a new life, and that his 
efforts were already crowned with success. 

The narrator of the story tells of hearing and seeing this 
boy four years afterwards. He stood on a public platform 
and recited the names of the presidents of the United states 
and answered intelligently any question asked him. He said 
the marvelous and unspeakable gratitude which that redeemed 
child owed to his benefactor would exceed anything known in 
the history of the world, for no such kindness ever was or 
could be. Who, in this utilitarian world would do so much 
with no promise whatever of return? But the only Redeemer 
of God's elect did all that, and more than that. In the conde- 
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scension of a common humanity he lay down by our side, and 
we were blind and dumb, senseless and dead, for long years, 
perhaps, before we said " Speak, Lord, thy servant heareth." 
Such is Jesus Christ, the only Redeemer of God's elect, 
and such is His love for every human soul.

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CONSTITUTION 



WOMAN'S PRESBYTERIAN BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



ARTICLE I. 

This Society shall be called the Woman's Presbyterian Board oi 
Missions of the Northwest. 



ARTICLE II. 

The object of the Society ehall be to promote an interest among 
the Christian women and young people of the Northwest in the work of 
Foreign Missions, and to work in co-operation with the Assembly's 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Presbyterian Church. 

ARTICLE III. 

The officers of this Society shall be a President^ six or more Vice- 
Presidents — two of them, at least, to be residents of Chicago — three or 
more Corresponding- Secretaries^ a Recording Secretary^ a Treasurer^ 
sixteen or more Managers and an Auditor. These officers shall be 
elected at each annual meeting, and shall constitute an Executive Com- 
mittee^ with power to appoint such sub-committees from their number as 
shall be necessary for the furtherance of the work in which the Society 
is engaged. They shall have power to fill vacancies occurring in the 
Board, and of appointing corresponding members when the interests of 
the Society demand it. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The payment of one dollar annually in any Local Society auxiliary to 
this Board shall constitute a member of this Board ; the payment of twenty- 
five dollars in the course of any one year, to any Local Society, auxiliary 
to this Board, shall constitute a life membership of this Board ; the pay- 
ment of twenty-five dollars by a society to this Board at one time shall 
give them the privilege of nominating a life member; the payment of one 
hundred dollars at one time shall constitute an honorary membership. 

It is hoped that the acceptance of a life membership or hon- 
orary membership will be considered a privilege, as long as life shall 
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last, to work and pray for the up-building of Christ's Kingdom, through 
the conversion of the heathen. 

Each person becoming a life member or honorary member is en- 
titled to the Annual Report, 

ARTICLE V. 



The annual meeting of this Society shall be held- 



at which time the Executive Committee shall report the progress of the 
Society, the condition of its treasury, and make such suggestions as, in 
, their judgment, the interests of the Society may require. 



ARTICLE VI. 



A meeting of the Society shall be held every week, at 10 o'clock 
on Friday morning, for mutual consultation and the adoption of such 
measures as the prosperity of the mission work may suggest. 



ARTICLE VII. 



At the weekly meetings five members of the Executive Committee 
shall constitute a quorum. 



ARTICLE VIII. 



No special meeting shall be called except by the consent of the 
President, one Vice-President and one Secretary. 



ARTICLE IX. 



Any number of women and young people who may form an organi- 
zation for the same purpose as the Women's Presbyterian Board of 
Missions, and desire to co-operate therewith, may become auxiliary, by 
reporting the same to one of the Home Secretaries of the Society. 



ARTICLE X. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended at an annual meeting, 
by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 

ARTICLE XI. 

Section 1. This Board will work in harmony with, and under the 
supervision of the authorities of the Assembly's Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions of the Presbyterian Church, and shall be subject to their approval 
in the employment and remuneration of missionaries, and in the desig- 
nation of their fields of labor ; and in the support of Bible readers and 
pupils in the foreign field. 

Sec. 3. All the missionaries supported by this Board shall be ap- 
proved by the constituted Missionary authorities of the Presbyterian 
Church, and shall labor under their direction, and shall be subject to the 
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same rules and regulations that govern the other missionaries of their 
particular mission. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer shall receive all contributions of this 
Board, and pay them into the treasury of the Assembly's Boards of 
Missions, as designated by the Auxiliaries, and all funds not thus 
designated shall be appropriated according to the decision of the 
Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE XII. 

The President or one of the officers shall preside at all meetings oi 
the Board. \ 

The Recording Secretary shall keep a full record of the proceedings 
of all meetings of the Executive Committee, notify new officers of their 
election and committees of their appointment, and shall perform such 
other duties as are incident to the office. 

The Corresponding Secretaries shall, under the direction of the 
Executive Committee, conduct all the correspondence of the Board. It 
shall also be their duty to present to the annual meeting of this Board a 
report for publication of the work accomplished during the year. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

At the annual meeting of the Board, the officers of the Board shall 
ex-officio be entitled to vote. Each Presbyterial Society and Auxiliary 
shall be entitled to one delegate at the annual meetings of the board.
